JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA. 

From this port our advices by to-day’s mail are to Jan. 23, bu& 
they have been anticipated by the Pacific mail, which last week 
brought correspondence to the 24th. The outward French mail of 
Nov. 25 was received Jan. 15. By this opportunity we receive 
the first number of a new. paper, called the Jupan Weekly Mav, 
which takes the place of the Japan Times. 

We have now salah of the two fires already briefly 
announced by telegraph. Tho Week'y Mail says:‘‘On the 
evening of Tuesday last (Jan. 18) the house known as the Junior 
Mess of the Mercantile Bank was discovered to be in flames 
The alarm quickly spread throughout the settlement. A detach— 
ment of French troops with a small engine was soon on the spot,. 
followed at a short interval by a larger force from the more dis— 
tant English camp, with another engine. But, to tell the old story 
again, hee was no supply of water. The house, which stood 
detached in the Main-street, was soon past all help; and such 
feeble play as could be coaxed from the engines was directed upon 
the skeleton of a building opposite, in course of erection for Messra. 
Kirby and Co., and Mr. Berger’s house at the other corner of the- 
street. The troops and native firemen showed admirable pluck and 
spirit, but the flames seemed jealous of opposition, and every now. 
and then leaped over towards the mass of scaffolding opposite,.asif 
in fierce anger at being foiled. But powerful assistance was- at. 
hand. A large American hose was brought to bear on the fire, @ 
good supply of water was obtained from the bund, a strong party 
of blue jackets from the Ocean, under command of Lieut. Rouge: 
mont, came to the front, and the fire succumbed gradually to. 
the united efforts of its enemies. The engines were kept at work. 
on the blazing ruins, and by eleven p.m. all danger of the fire 
spreading was over. The crowd disappeared, and the settlement 
went to rest. 

“But scarcely was quiet restored before another alarm was 
given, and it was found that No. 79, tenanted by Mr Sitwell, was 
in flames. Such engines as could be spared were soon brought to: 
the spot ; but the house was slightly built, and in spite of every 
effort was soon reduced to ruins. Both houses were insured; but 
we regret to hear that Mr. Sitwell’s furniture was not covered, 
and that he only had time to save a few valuables before leaving 
the house.” 

There are great complaints of the lawless condition of the 
settlement, which seems to grow constantly worse. The Mai?’ 
says :— We desire most earnestly to call the attention of resi- 
dents of all nationalities in this settlement to its most alarmi 
condition, which is well illustrated by the events that took place: 
on the occasion of the recent fires. During that which destroyed/ 
the ‘Junior Mess’ of the Mercantile Bank, European, American, 
and Chinese ruffians entered the house of the Compradore, , ro- 
duced knives and pistols, and gave him and the shroffs the option 
of surrendering their boxes or their lives. Ten trunks, besides 
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bedding and other articles, were carried off ; no offer of resistance 
was possible, and the behaviour of the miscreants was fearless and 
determined. What occurred during the fire which destroyed 
Mr. Sitwell’s house may be best gathered from a letter 
which will be found elsewhere in our columns, and to 
which we refer our readers.”’ The following is an extract 
from the letter alluded to, written by Mr. Charles . G. 
Leggatt :—“ Occupying the premises mmmediately adjoining 
those of Messrs. Sitwell, Schoyer, and Co., which were 
so speedily reduced to ruin, I was in no small fear that the fire 
would have extended to my own. Canfined to my bedroom, and 
only just recovering frem a severe illness, I was unable on the 
alarm reaching me to do more than direct my servants what they 
whould do in the event of my feared extension of the fire. Hardly, 
however, had I entrusted to their custody a few valuables, when 
a crashing sound from below made me hasten or rather scramble 
downstairs, when picture my amazement at seeing a tide of 
human beings pouring in at the back entrance of my house, which 
had been forced open; ruffians they were of the lowest 
stamp, including a bevy of English and American loafers, Can- 
tonese, Malay, and Japanese thieves, who were ransacking my 
lower rooms of almost their entire contents, which eventuall 
ended in my being unhoused.” The affair ended in Mr. Leggatt's 
house being entirely sacked by these ruffians. 

The following items are also from the Japan Mail :— 

It is currently reported in Shanghai, and is stated in the Shan- 
ghai News-Letter of the 11th January, that the Japanese Govern- 
ment has conceded to Mr. J. F. W. Trautmann, of Messrs. Traut- 
mann and Co., the right tv construct three hundred miles of 
Yailway in Japan. We are authorised to state that neither Mr. 
Trautmann nor Messrs. Trautmann and Co. have anything what- 
ever, whether directly or indirectly, to do with the construction 
ef the railway. 

Nothing can well be more unfortunate than the loss of the 
Elleray, for whose arrival the Lighthouse Department of the Go- 
wermment had long been anxiously looking. She had on board 
two lanterns, two fixed illuminating apparatus of the first order, 
two iron aseismatic towers, and a variety of important tools. 
Every article was of that particular kind which it is impos- 
sible to replace without great loss of time, the glass lenses, for 
instance, being manufactured by only one house in England, 
whose engagements may easily prevent their replacing them for 
many months. Mr. Brunton had hoped to show permanent lights 
from at least three lighthouses within two or three months, but 
these hopes have now been frustrated. Cape Sagami, Uosima, and 
Nagasaki, may be permanently shown before the middle of the 
year, while Rook Island, Siwo-misaki, and Chichakoff must wait until 
the present losses can be repaired, and meanwhile be content with 
whatever temporary apparatus can be picked up. But most 
annoying is the dclay which must ocour in the erection of the 
aseismatic towers, the success of which is an object of the greatest 
interest and curiosity among scientific men. (These towers are 
fitted in a peculiar manner, with a view to avoiding any damage 
‘from earthquakes.) 

A notification has been issued that in future all coal exported 
in foreign steamers shall be held to be shipped for ship’s use, and 
shall therefore be passed by the Custom-house free of duty; while 
all native coal exported in foreign sailing vessels shall pay the 
export duty of the tariff attached to the Convention of Yedo, 
1866. This is calculated to encourage the consumption of native 
coal for steam purposes. 

The Jupan Herald says there is a chance of one of the late 
Mr. Hocy’s murderers being brought to justice. It seems that 
the Japanese police have been set on their track in earnest, and 
one of the officers arrested a man whilst in the act of selling some 
of the clothes of which the houseboy was despoiled. The prisoner 
is a painter by trade, but the general impression appears to be 
that persons of ‘higher rank were concerned in the crime, and 
other arrests have been made on suspicion. 

H.M. Consul has been engaged in trying several important 
eases, one of which, Pitman » Campbell, possesses some interest. 
Tt -was an action to recover the sum of $1,179 advanced by plain- 
tiff to defendant with interest. Defendant did not deny the debt, 
but pleaded contra claims, especially one for joiut interest in a 
quantity of telegraph wire sold by the plaintiff. The wire was 
shipped by Messrs. Christy and Co., of London; Mr. Campbell, 
according to the plaintiff’s evidence. had formerly been offered a 
share in the venture, and had dechned it ; but on learning that 
it had been sold by Mr. Pitman at a large profit, he claimed a 
one-third share. The defendant said he had a joint interest with 
Mr. Pitman and Mr. Christy in some steam-lighters and other 
things, and from Mr. Christy’s letters and Mr. Pitman’s verbal 
statements, ‘he concluded he had a share in the telegraph also. 
After a patient investigation, lasting three days, Mr. Consul 
Lowder decided that there was no evidence that defendant had a 
joint intcrest in the wire. Of the other items some were given 
im favour of either party. {The decision appears in all respects a 
just one, for we have seen a copy of a letter from Christy and Co. 

not produced in Court), wherein Mr. Campbell is requested to 
hand the bill of lading for the wire (which was at first sent to 
him) over to Mr. Pitman, as he (Mr. Campbell) had declined taking 
any share m it.] 

A fire occurred m Yedo about ten days ‘back, which destroyed 
half the War department, :

Mr. R. Lindea has retired from the 
firm of Walsh, Hall and Co. Mr. R. S. Schwabe becomes a partner with 
Mr, N. P. Kingdon, whose business will in future be condacted under the 
title of Kingdon, Schwabe and Co. Messrs, Hecht, Lilieathal and Co. 
have admitted Mr. F. Geisenheimer a partner in their firm. 





HIOGO AND OSAKA. 


The following account of the launch of a steamer at Osaka is 
from a correspondent of the Hiogo Neirs :— 

Our first Osaka launch took place on Monday last, when an 
elegant little iron screw steamer, intended for coasting or river 
traffic, was set afloat. She has been christened the Adler 
(Anglice, Eagle), I believe. The following are her dimen- 
sions :—Length, 75 feet ; breadth of beam, 15 feet over all. 
She is about 80 tons, and her engine is effectively 30-horse 
power. The Adler is the property of Messrs. Lehmann, Hart- 
mann, and Co., and was brouzht out from Europe in pieces, to- 
gether with another boat of a similar description, only somewhat 
smaller, and which is now being put together. The Adler is ad- 
mirably adapted for river work, I should fancy, but whether our 
bar will suit her remains to be seen. Though her dimensions 
are comparatively small, she is so well contrived that it is said 
she will accommodate one hundred and fifty passengers for a 
short trip. 

It is worthy of notice that a direct trade with America has 
been inaugurated at Hiogo. At the date of our last advices 
Messrs. Kniffer and Co. were loading the Esperanza, a British 
barque of 384 tons, for New York. 


NAGASAKI. 

Fyom this port we have advices to the 22nd Jan. Anew weekly 
paper, called the Vagasaki L-rpress, has been started at this port, 
and in the first number are the following remarks on the persecu- 
tion of Christians which formed the subject of our correspondent’s 
letter by last mail :— 

The question just now, perhaps, which most excites the serious 
attention of residents in Nagasaki is the destination or ultimate 
disposal of the cargoes of native Christians departing from this 
port within the past few days. The native Christian question of 
to-day defies solution. What becomes of them eludes us. These 
facts we know. More than a thousand, some (a few) in Kuro- 
pean employ—some not needing employ, but well to do, not 
coolies—the majority of whom would rank in many of our 
countries as high amongst the middle class—more than a 
thousand have been arrested and carried hence; some with 
wife and children—others alone. We know precisely what 
has been done with the Christians of a by-gone age. Is 
this a continuance of the barbarity? Surely the embark- 
ation here is done to outrage us. Will no Consul step 
forward and take the respousibility of unveiling this business, 
when his war-ship is in purt ? Ilow strangely these placards would 
have read to us not many years ago :—‘ The perverse religion of 
Jesus, the teacher from tleaven, is a calamity which menaces the 
empire,” &c.,&c. These documents are supplemented by the 
native official view. This assumes a peculiar formula :—“‘It is 
quite right they shou'd be sent away from their birthplace, they 
have committed irregularities, they are criminals because they are 
Christians.” We would we could make clear this Christian 
question. It is one demanding our keenest watching and regard. 

The Vugasaki Shipping List of Jan. 22 says :—The Japanese 
steamer Governor Higginson, belonging to the Prince of Gayshew, 
which vessel left here on the Sth inst. with a large number of 
native Christian exiles, is on the beach outside Papenberg, having 
struck on a rock at Spex Straits, after discharging her cargo, 
somewhere about Hirado. News was received yesterday afternoon 
that the Japanese steamer /eloong, belonging to the Prince of 
Simabara, which left this on Sunday, the 9th inst., with a number 
of Christians, is also a wreck at Hirado, having likewise struck on 
a rock ut Spex Straits, after having discharged her passengers. 
This is the third vessel that has come to grief, after carrying 
native Christians into exile ; and the natives firmly believe that 
it is a punishment from God. ; 

We have just learnt that the steamer Coz/a, leaving for Hiogo 
this afternoon, takes a further shipment of one hundred exiled 
Christians from this port, although their destination is at present 
secret ; we hope to be able, on the return of the steamer, to afford 
our readers more information on the subject.

SHANGHAI. 
(FROM OUR OWN COKRRBSPONDENT.) 
SHANGHAI, Jan. 25. 
The English mail of the 3rd ult. arrived per Gunges, on the 
afternoon of the 22nd inst., bringing telesrams to the 28th D:c 
A fire broke out in the evening of the 19th in the Rue de Con- 
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sulat, French Concession; some twenty-five native houses were 
burnt. It is thought that the fire was the work of incendiaries. 

The AMelrose Abbey, from Glasgow, which got on shore on the 
‘Beacon shoal, got off with little, if any, damage. 

There was a meeting of the subscribers to Trinity Church 
held on the 21st; the attendance was small—under a dozen. 
The following report was read and adopted :— 

The trustees congratulate the subscribers that on the Ist of August 
they were enabled to open the New Trinity Church for divine worship. 

The financial position of the sgciety has improved during the year, a 
total sum of Tls, 12,882.74 has been received by the treasurer, enabling 
him to pay the regular disbursements, a portion of the debt due to the 
builders, and to provide the necessary cburch furniture. 

A reference to the accounts will, however, show that the trustees are 
not yet clear of their difficulties.

Messrs. Michie, Bell, and Rowley Miller were elected trustees 
for the current year. The monuments taken out of old Trinity 
Church are to be placed in the new church. 'The rate of pew 
rent, Tis. 18.75 per seat, was to be continued. Some conversation 
took place regarding the building of the spire, in the course of 
which Sir Edward Hornby suggested they should start a lottery 
for £60,000. Give £30,000 in prizes, and build church and spires 
and clocks witn the balance. He stated that lotteries were 
xegarded as immoral in England; but how did that arisc ? 
Government used to raise large sums by lotteries ; and it came 
to be thought unconstitutional and dangerous that the executive 
should raise money otherwise than through the legislature. But 
Parliament could not tell royalty the plain truth; and so they 
put them down as immoral, when they only meant that they 
Were unconstitutional. On this the North China Herald remarks 
that, “Our grandfathers who speculated in lottery tickets were 
not worse than those of their descendants who connect themselves 
with Albert Insurance Companies. -An age which has produced 
Overeud, Gurney and Co. need not talk about the immorality of 
lotteries. ‘Ihrowing all sentimentalism aside, then, we ask the 
question frankly, why should not a lottery be got up for the pay- 
ment of public debts? This isa peculiar community. We have 
amudeexceptional and splendid sacrificestosccure public ends, and we 
have every reason to be proud of our position ; but accidents have 
arisen that have hampered several of our great undertakings with 
inconvenient pecuniary burdens. Why not rid ourselves of the 
incubus by dving, on our own account, what Manila now does for 
us ? In plain words, why not start a lottery for Tis. 60,000 ; give 
Tis. 40,000 in prizes, and get the church and various other institu- 
tions clear with the balance ?” 

Admiral Sir H. Kellet left in the Salamis for Japan on the 23rd. 

The water is so low in the Yanytsze, a few miles above Kiukiang, 
as to allow only three of the river boats (Hirado, Kiangloong, 
and Junsen) to run up to Hankow. The steamers run as usual, 
connecting with the above boats at Kiukiang. 

An interesting letter from Mr. M. J. O Brien, Professor of En-- 
lish in the Peking College, has been published in the Worth China 
Daily News, who, in commenting on it, observes that it throws 
muen liyht on the circumstances of that abortive institution. Few 
people have known very certainly whether the college ever did 
exist, otherwise than in name; whether, we mean, it has ever had 
a pupil or has done any practical work: and it is pleasant to 
have this point cleared up. The only classes that have 
ever heen opened, were for the instruction of a few men 
in English and French, the pupils being in some cases 50 
old that articulation of the unfamiliar barbarian sounds was 
a shecr impossibility, and resulted only in amusement to the 
‘waygish boys of forty or fifty, their juniors. Even these have 
latterly disappeared, under the influence of an intelligent system 
of examination, devised and carried out personally by the mem- 
bers of the l'sungliyameén, not ono of whom kuows a word of the 
lansuage they are inquiring about. Partly to this interference, 
and still more to the bitter hostility of the literati, Mr. O’Brien 
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attributes the failure of the college. It is held disgraceful to 
belong to it; those who did join, enticed by the offer of an allow- 
ance and free board and lodging, were ashamed to own the con- 
nection, and were regarded as renegades and ostracised by their 
fellows.’

The North China Daily News has the following from Nanking : 
—Our readers will remember a report we mentioned, about three 
years ago, that Li-hung-chang, the Governor-General of Nanking, 
was bent on fighting the Americans, in case the latter brought u 
a fleet—as he, for some reason or other, apprehended they woul 
do—to Nanking. It was also said that, when he visited Nankin 
after the Yangchow affair, he spoke very violently, and declare 
he would have fought had he been in ‘I'seng-kwo-fan's place. 
And now, for the third time, a similar rumour is current. It is 
said that he advised Ma to resist the French by force, employin 
the new Arsenal gunboats for the purpose. Ma, however, h 
better sense. If Liis so anxious to try his strength against 
foreigners he will shortly have an opportunity at his own capital, 
when M. de Rochechouart proceeds on his expedition. 

The Tun-ka-doo Dock has passed into the hands of Messrs. 8. 
G. Farnham and Co. The steamer Glengyle will be the first vessel 
docked under the new management. 

The cases before the Mixed Court have been of a routine cha- 
racter Inthe Supreme Court Capt. Blanche, of the Wevcastle, 
has been committed for trial for the wilful murder of Harvey, 
late carpenter of the vessel, at Foochow. 

The Customs’ cruiser Oyna Sing returned to Shanghai on the 
24th inst. ; she picked up on the North Saddles a pirate, who con- 
fesses to having witnessed the death of Stevens, the pilot.’ 


THE KIANGNAN ARSENAL. 

In a recent issue we gave (in an abbreviated form) an account 
of the Chinese Arsenal at Foochow, which appeared in the North 
China Daily News. From the same source we take the following 
on the Kiangnan Arsenal :— 


The Kiangnan Arsenal, situated on the left bank of the Wong- 
poo, about two miles above Tun-ka-doo, cannot fail to engage the 
attention of those who pass that way in making excursions up the 
country. The tall chimneys, the residences of the foreign engi- 
neers, the college just completed, the little town where the native 
mechanics live, the rows of workshops, toundries, and godowns, 
the dockyard where two steamers are being built, and the wharf 
with vessels loading and unloading, present a scene of activity not 
unlike some of our large establishments at home. The rapidity 
with-which such an extensive place has sprung up and is still 
enlarging, contrasts strongly with what is generally expected from 
the dilatory Government of China. 

This establishment dates its origin from the year 1865, when 
Ting yih-chang, at that time Taoutai of Shanghai, commenced a 
small manufactory at [ong-que under the direction of ‘I'séng- 
kwo-fan and Li-hung-chang. Muskets, shell, and cannon wére 
made there in considerable number. The site of the present 
Arsenal was fixed upon and purchased in 1867. During the fol- 
lowing year the machinery was moved over from the establish- 
ment at Ilong-que int> the new buildings which had been erected. 
The number of operatives was then gradually increased, and work 
on a much larger scale was planned. During the year just past 
the site and buildinys of the Arsenal, being still far too contracted 
for the extensive operations carried on, a large space was pur- 
chased and annexed ou the north-west side. The machinery at 
present consists of the usual appliances for the manufacture of 
cannon, rifles,and stcam engines in all their details. The newest 
improvements in every case have been adupted where practicable. 
In a short time large roliing mills and other requisite machinery 
for manufacturing bar and plate iron will be in operation. The 
whole of the lathes, planing machines, rolling macnines, hemmers, 
saws, &c., are at present worked by two steam engines. 

In the dockyard there are two steamers being built, one of which 
is near completion. ‘The three gunboats already launched are so 
well known in Shanghai that it is superfluous to attempt to de- 
scribe them. The last one was launched with her boilers and 
engines already fixed. Larger steamers will hereafter be built, 
either for transport service or ships of war. ‘The success of the 
boilers and engines manufactured under many disadvantages in 
the Arsenal shows the perfection which is aimed at and attained 
by the foreign enyineers. The dock when completed will accommo- 
date vessels us large as any the Government is ever likely to build. 

The whole responsibility and control.-of the arsenal devolves 
upon the general managers, Fung and Ching, who reside in the 
oticial quarters, and with whom are associated as a matter of ne- 
cessity the Twoutai of Shanghai, the arsenal being situated within 
his jurisdiction. The native mechanics number nearly 500, and 
are paid by the managers according to their supposed qualitica- 
tions, from seven or eight to seventy or eighty dollars per month, 
In ad-lition there are gencrally about 500 labourers and cvolies 
working in ditferent parts of the premises. The hours of labour 
are from 7.30 A.M. to noon, and from 1.30 to 5 p.m. 

The current expenditure amounts to about Ts. 150,000 per 
anni. Tie whoe sum expended since the commencement is 
estimited at about Tls. 1,000,000. The greater part of the funds 
are drawn frum the Imperial Maritime Customs of Shanghai. It 
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is said that one-fifth of Custom duties received at this port is regu- 
larly set apart for this purpose, and when this sum is not sufficient 
the deficiency is made up by the Provincial Government from the 
e-kim and other taxes. 





FORMOSA. 

The following account of the iate outrage in Formosa is, we are 

informed, reliable :— 
- The following events of late occurrence in the northern part of 
the island of Furmosa call for interference between foreigners and 
the Chinese authorities in such a way as will for the future ensure 
safe trading and observance of the treaty :— 

Messrs. Elles and Co.’s agent, Mr. Pickering, having bought a 
quantity of camphor at Oulan (or Howlung), a maritime station 
at the west coast of the island, about forty-five miles below Tam- 
sui, was desirous of shipping the same to Takao, for yimon 
ment in a foreign vessel, the Imperial Customs and the Consuls 
at both Tamsui and Takao having cognisance of the matter. The 
mandarin, however, at Oulan stopped the junks which had been 
chartered to carry the camphor, and intimated that he should 
seize the goods. The injunction was subsequently withdrawn, 
and a portion of the camphor actually on board the cargo boat, 
when the mandarin again stopped the shipment, and, in accord- 
ance with instructions received from the Taoutai of Taiwanfoo, 

sted placards offering a reward of $200 for Mr. Pickering’s 

ead, and inviting all Chinese to attack him and seize his goods. 

Mr. Pickering then abandoned the camphor and left for Tai- 
wanfoo, overland, where he has doubtless arrived in safety. As 
Mr. Pickering was travelling under passport signed by the Taoutai. 
no reason can be assizned fur this outrage. The day af-er he left 
(Jan. 2), the Tamsui Ting forcibly seized Mr. Field, another British 
merchant, trading in camphor at Culan, placed him in irons, after 
having robbed him of everything he possessed, and sent him to 
Tamsui under a guard of soldiers. Mr. Field at the time of the 
seizure being without arms, and offering no resistance whatever, 
his hong was emptied of about 1,0UU0 piculs camphor, besides 
other goods and specie, all of which were taken by the 
mandarins. Mr. Field was provided with a passport at the 
time, signed by the mandarin. This, however, was of little 
use, as the Tamsui Ting denied the right of foreigners to 
travel in the country, purchase produce, or rent hongs, except at 
treaty Baby 
rsonally to the local authorities requesting them to take the 

wful dues to enable shipments to be made to Takao, but were 
insulted on each occasion of their visits. It will be interesting to 
see whether these outrages will be dealt with by the British Con- 
sul at Tamsui and Takao in the same spirit as the outrages of 
1868 were settled. 


HONG KONG. 
The present mail brings dates to Ist February. The out- 
ward mail of 17th December arrived on the 3lst January with 
telegrams to the Ist January. 


The ship Panther, from San Francisco, reports that on touching 
at Honolulu she found the Austrian ship of war Donaw in harbour 
and undergoing repairs. The Donaw had put into the Sandwich 
Islands completely disabled, fore and main topmasts carried away, 
sternpost started and rudder lost ; she was steered into port with 
broken foremast serving as a jury rudder. Mr. J.G. Murray is 
a passenger by the Panther, and proceeds on to Foochow as Vice- 
Consul and Interpreter. 

On the meeting held to consider the question of amalgamation 
of the two dock companies, the Dazly Press says :—The meeting 
of the Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock Company, which it was 
generally anticipated would have been productive of some elabo- 
rate discussion upon the question of amalgamation, went off re- 
markably quietly, there being apparently a general feeling of 
surprise that so important a matter should elicit no remarks 
beyond those made by the chairman in opening the proceed- 
ings. The end of all the discussions and negotiations, which 
have so long occupied the public attention, is simply the 
record of a vote against the measure. Though the motion was 
negatived by a somewhat large number of votes by shares, it is 
noticeable that the show of hands was in favour of it, a circum- 
stance which seems to indicate a concurrence in the view expressed 
by the Hon. Mr. Keswick, that the step would be advantageous, 
and would tend to an increase of the company’s dividends. As- 
suming that this view of the subject is correct, it may be questioned 
whether the course adopted by the Union Dock Company of firmly 
adhering to their “ ultimatum ” was altogether wise. It was cer- 
tainly as much to their interests as to those of the Hong Kong and 
Whampoa Dock, that an arrangement should be come to; and 
their definite declaration that no modification of the terms pro- 

d would be acceded to, appears to have had the effect of mak- 
ing the meeting unwilling to discuss the subject, whereas, had 
they done so, it is not impossible that its advantageousness would 
have presented itself to them in a more definite light. It seems, 
so far as can be judged, that the measure has really failed simply 
on & question of price; and when it is remembered what large 
interests are at stake, it certainly appears a pity that the arrange- 
ment should fall through on sath grounds, 
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THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE MEETING. 

The special meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, called for the 
purpose of taking into consideration the proposed expedition of 
Mr. M. Moss into the South of China, was held on Janu. 28. There 
were present—lHon. Wm. Keswick, chairman, Ion. J. B. Taylor, 
Messrs. Zimmern, Pyke, Walker, Belilios, Vogel, Melchers, Del- 
banco, Behre, Buxey, Sassoon, Macaulay, Andre, Joost, Coughtrie, 
Aug. Heard, Arthur and Davis. 

The Secretary having read the notice convening the meeting, 
the Chairman remarked that the subject before the meeting had 
already been befure the Chamber, but that on a previous occasion, 
after considerable discussion had taken place, it was thought de- 
sirable that the members should have further information as well 
as further time to consider the expedition to the South of China 
in all its bearings, hefore any final decision was come to on the 
matter. Since then Mr. Moss had published a small pamphlet, 
in which he had set out at length the objects of the pro- 
posed expedition and the results to he obtained. The ex- 
pedition was a most important one, and the expense would 
be considerable, if it was carried out as proposed. The results to 
be obtained were of great importance, but they were such as 
would be long delayed in any direct good thev might accom- 
plish, instead of being of immediate benefit. With these con- 
siderations in view, and also be:.ring in mind the comparatively 
limited means of the Chamber, it was his opinion that for the 
present it would be much better to confine the route to be taken 
to a province more nearly situated to this colony, and more im- 
mediately affecting its trade, and one of which was now very little 
known, viz., Yunan. Very little immediate advantage could be 
gained by this expedition, the advantages being such as would be 
felt. could be realised in the future, but nevertheless, they were im- 
portant in view of the future Government policy to be pursued 
in China. He thought the meeting should be very careful how 
they parted with the funds of the Chamber, and it should not be 
deprived of the only means it possessed without due care and 
consideration. He hoped there would be the fullest discussion on 
the subject. He therefore hezged leave to offer the following 
resolution :—“ That the expedition of Mr. Moss be not carried out 
at present” 

Mr. Delbanco said he had much pleasure in seconding this 
proposition He did not mean to infer that if a proper person 
could be found it would be well and advisable to fit out an expedi- 
tion, but Mr. Moss was wholly unacquainted with the Chinese 
language, and, therefore, he thought the expedition had better be 
deferred until some proper person could be found who would be 
willing to go. 

Mr. Taylor said he thought this proposition ought not to go to 
the meeting without some other members being heard on the 
subject, and without further discussion. The expedition in 
itself was most important, and Mr. Moss had taken very great 
trouble and spent much time to put the members of the Chamber 
and the community generally in possession of his views, and the 
scope and objects to be gained; it ought not, therefore, to be so 
summarily disposed of. The expedition was most desirable, and 
the more light that could be thrown upon the interior of China 
the sooner would the country be opened up to foreign 
intercourse and trade, and the better enabled would all 
be to do their duty, both as merchants and officials, 
while out here. Perhaps Mr. Moss was not the best 
man that could be sent on such an errand as was now 
seared himself did not say that he was; but it was most 
difficult to meet with a man out here who would be entirely and 
in every respect fitted. No one besides Mr. Moss had offered ; 
none of the members could go; it was not likely that anyone would 
come out from Europe for such a purpose as this. Mr. Moss pro- 
posed and offered to go on very favourable terms ; he asked for no 
salary, but merely to have his expenses paid. It could not be 
denied that one great drawback was Mr. Moss’s ignorance of the 
Chinese language ; but should they ever be able to get a person 
who did thoroughly understand Chinese? Mr. Moss was well 
acquainted with the piece goods business, as well as with general 
trade in China, and Ee thought he possessed many qualifications 
that recommended him for the proposed position. 

After some remarks from Mr. R 8. Walker, who did not con- 
sider Mr. Moss properly qualified, the following resolution was put 
by Mr. Augustine Heard, and seconded by Mr. Pyke :—“ That the 
sum of $2,000 be appropriated from the funds of the Chamber for 
carrying out the proposed expedition of Mr. Moss, and that the 
committee be empowered to solicit subscriptions from the public 
in furtherance of the scheme, and make all necessary arrangements 
for its completion.” This was put to the Chamber, and carried by 
a vote of twelve to five, and the meeting then separated. 
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A meeting of the subscribers to the British Church at Canton 
was held on Jan. 25, D. B. Robertson, .. H.M.’s Consul, in the 
chair. The chairman read a despatch from the Foreign-office, 
from which it would be seen that the assistance of H.M.’s Go- 
vernment, as extended in former years, has been to some extent 
withdrawn, to the great detriment of the fund. The accounts for 
1869 showed a heavy deficit ($1,378.98), which would, however, be | 
converted into a surplus should the Government grant be re- | 
newed, as there was some reason to hope might be the case, Sir | 
R. Alcock having promised to represent the matter very strongly 
at head-quarters. Should this hope not be realised it would ibe 
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necessary to close the church, the community being quite unable 
to support it without aid. In the meanwhile there was nothing 
to be done but to wait the result of a renewed application to Go- 
vernment.

LABUAN. 

The following observations on the satisfactory results of Governor 
Pope Henne-sy’s rule in this colony are from the Strats Times :— 
“The fact that a colony so recently dependent upon a subsidy 
from the Home Government for support should, under Governor 
Hennessy’s management, not only be able to relieve the Imperial 
Government of its burden, but be enabled to show a surplus on 
the credit side of its budget, speaks very highly for the ability 
and tact that has been displa ed in the administration. The 
astonishing increase in the value of the revenue farms has no 
doubt contributed much towards this desirable end; but we are 
pleased to observe, also, that with increased revenue the Govern- 
ment has shown a disposition to reduce taxation, having abol- 
ished the duties on gambier and salt. The success which has 
attended the coal mines is a source of congratulation, not only to 
the coal company, but to the colony, whose importance is so mate- 
rially affected by it. The value of the colony to the Home Govern- 
ment, as his Excellency very justly observes, will, be greatly 
enhanced by the facilities offered for coaling Her Majesty’s ships, 
and every assistance and encouragement is given to the manager. 
Now that convicts from the Straits are allowed to be sent to 
Labuan, it is anticipated that the supply of labour for the mines 
will be sufficient for the demand, and that in a short time the in- 
tended improvements there will materially cheapen the cost of 
transit from the mines, and afford convenience for loading vessels.” 


SARAWAK. 
Letters from this port describe the festivities h2ld to celebrate 
Rajah Brooke’s marriage. A great Malay feast was given in the 

rincipal mosque, which some eight hundred attended ; a public 
breakinat to the European community, and some boat-races fol- 
lowed. The breakfast was a great success, and the healths of the 
Rajah and Ranee were received in the thorough old-fashioned 
English style. The boat-races in Sarawak ure so different from 
anything of the kind in Europe or other countries, that we think 
a slight account may not be inappropriate. The boats used for 
the great races are generally owned by the Europeans and the 
native chiefs, and are usually about fifty-five to sixty-five feet 
in length by about three feet nine inches in breadth at the beam, 
and are manned by some forty to fifty men in each, all as a rule 
picked pullers. Prizes are given in money to the crews of the first 
and second boats, and the owner of the winning boat gets a cup or 
piece of plate. The course for the cup races is about one and three 
quarter miles, and time taken by the winning boat about ten 
minutes ; the whole scene is a most aminated one, the banks of 
the river lined with thousands of natives in every variety of 
costume and colour. There were two prizes for the large boats, 
one the “ Ranee’s Prize,” the other a “ Subscription Cup,” both 
of which were taken by Europeans; at the last year’s races, the 
late Rajah Sir James Brooke’s prize was carried off by the Datu 
Bandar of Sarawak. 

The trade for 1869, from rough calculation, has exceeded that of 
1868 by more than one-fourth ; in fuct, when the whole of the 
outstation returns are rendered it will prove still more. This in- 
crease very likely in part is no doubt owing to the heavy ship- 
ments of gutta and cinnabar—the latter from the Tagora mines, 
which continue to yield vast quantities of ore, and new machinery 
is being crected for reducing the ore to quicksilver. There will 
be a greater stimulus given to the workers, all of whom are earn- 
ing a good living, inasmuch as it is difficult to get either Chinese 
or native labour, notwithstanding the great immigration by every 
steamer that arrives.

STRAITS SETTLEMSNTS.

_ SINGAPORE. 
Our advices from this port are to the 9th February. The out- 
ward P.and O. mail of December 31 was received on the 4th 
Febreary. The 7'ravancore, which brought this mail, fell in with 
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a coal-laden ship on fire, on her voyage from Galle to Penang, 
and towed her into the latter port. The mail was not detained 
more than an hour or so by the occurrence ; the Travancore, with 
the ship in tow, steamed about eight knots per hour. The fol- 
lowing is the captain’s report :— 

“ At 0.30 p.m. of the 31st January, in lat. 6.01’ N., lon. 95:15’30" ' 
E., Pulo Rondo bearing N., 43: W., and western extreme of Pulo- 
Way S. 16: E.,I sighted a barque three points on our star- 
board bow, between Pulo Way and the north end of the island of 
Sumatra, with Russian ensign flying half-mast. Bore down to: 
her and made out the signals ‘I am on fire!’ and ‘Can you 
assist me?’ At 1.15 p.m. I stopped and sent the mail boat with 
the chief officer on board. The commander of the barque wished. 
to be taken in tow, being afraid to run his vessel on shore on. 
account of the proverbial treachery of the natives, and having 
been already six days on fire. I consulted with Captain Purvis, 
R.N., Naval Agent, who coincided with me as to the necessity of. 
towing the vessel to Penang. Accordingly, we at once passed a. 
hawser to her, and at 2.20 proceeded fall speed on our voyage, 
arriving at Penang at 9 a.m. of the 2nd Webruary, Iran the- 
vessel close on to the mud bank, where she was to be seuttled. The- 
vessel’s name was the Ystavat, of Finland ,from Hull, bound to- 
Rangoon, coal laden.” 

The following items are from the Singapore Daily Times :— 

The Chief Justice has left this for Penang, in the Colonial 
steamer Hainbow, for the purpose of holding the criminal session. 
there. He anticipates remaining there stout ten days, after: 
which he will, we learn, return to Singapore, instead of calling 
at Malacca, as it was thought he would. 

The Civil Sittings here are closed. The case against the owners. 
of the powder hulk Statesman, for the value of certain gunpowder- 
transhipped into the powder hulk Princess Royal, and lost whem 
the latter vessel sank, was concluded, but judgment has not yet: 
been given. 

The Government roads are at present in such a disgraceful state: 
that to call some of them roads at allis afarce. The Bukit Timah 
and Changhie roads arc all but impassable. The Tiong Bahru road’ 
has ceased to be a thoroughfare, and is a hopeless quaginire, over 
which it is useless to attempt to pass witha vehicle of any descrip- 
tion. A number of others might be named, but we have drawn 
attention to the worst, und think the Government should take them 
in hand as early as possible. 

The Municipal Commissioners have approved of a scheme of 
the Colonial Engineer to bring the water into town by means of 
iron pipes, from the reservoir to the foot of Fort Canning Hill, 
and say that when this is done they are quite prepared to under- 
take its distribution, provided the Government will assist them 
in raising the necessary funds. An opportunity will now be 
afforded of learning how far his Excellency is in earnest in the 
matter, and whether he really intends to make good the undertak- 
ing of the Indian Government, which failed through the pertinacity 
of its engineer in a scheme disapproved of by nearly every one 
save himself. His Excellency, we ure well aware, is averse to- 
doing this—one of his reasons being that he does not think it right. 
to spend money raised on all the Settlements in improving one of” 
them! If this be really his opinion, it is easy to account for the 
neglect of public works in the Colony during his administration. 
But we are inclined to think the true reazon is, he is loath toa ad~ 
mit that the aqueduct isa failure, and still more loath to go to the: 
expense of constructing a uew one, if by any possibility it can be 
avoided, or the Commissioners induced to do it themselves. It. 
would be some satisfaction to the public to know what the cost of 
some of these schemes would amount to, so that it might learn 
what the sumis that the Government and Commissioners are 
stickling at. 

The banks and mercantile community observed Saturday, the: 
Sth February, as a general holiday, in honour of the fifty-first 
anniversary of the settlement of Singapore. 

As our readers are aware, the Straits are no longer under the 
jurisdiction of the See of Calcutta—by an order in Council, the. 
three settlements have been transferred to the diocese of Labuan 
and Sarawak. [or the additional duties imposed on the Bishop, . 
he will, we understand. receive from the Colonial Government the. 
sum of £100 per annum.

IMPORTS. 
~ Yorowama.—Both Woollen and Cotton Goods were completely neglected, 
there having been an entire absence of transactions doring the interval ; 
quotations were nominally the same as those given in our last report. 

SHanouar.—In Cotton Goods during the interval a moderate business 
had transpired, principally for clearance next China year. In Grey Shirt- 
ings no change in prices can be quoted. T-Cloths were again firmer, and 
the run on White Shirtings previously nuticed had continued, leading to a 
further advance of 5 candareens per piece on some counts. American 
Drills were beginning to attract attention, and offers had been made at an 
advance on ‘previous low rates without leading to business. Woollens: 
Scarlet Long Ells mey be quoted slightly higher, but assorted were again 
lower. For Camlets a better feeling had been shown. In other kinds 
no change can be noted. Metals: 8,900 bundles Nail Rod Iron had 
been sold on speculation entirely at Tis. 2.20 per picul. These 
figures show an advance on last quotations, but they were not 
sufficiently improved to induce importers to realise. Probably no- 
thing more would be done till the holidays are past, when we 
look for higher figures. Lead: As predicted in the last issue, a 
slight decline can ‘now be noted, offers of L.B, large pigs had been made 
at Tls. 5.2.0, but no buyers. The arrival of the Prymont from [Hamburg 
with 2,000 pigs Saxonia would still further reduce prices. Couls: Three 
arrivals from Australia had rather depressed this market; sales of Svd- 
ney at Tis. 6.25 per ton, and other kinds without change. Quotations

© Osaka.—The news by the American mail being of a favourable 
character brought buyers into the market, and some 300 piculs were 
settled, at rates showing an advance of [ius 2 to 3 for Good Medium to 
Fine. The improved value of the native currency tended however to check 
purchases. Stocks were about 5,000 piculs, which were held for high 
rates, and consisted principally of the lower grades. Quotations :— 
Common, 16 to 18 rios; Good Common, 20 to 23 rios; Medium, 24 to 
30 rios; Good Medium, 31 to 34 rios; Fine, 35 to 40 rios; Finest to 
Choice, 41 to 45 rios. 

Yorouama.—A steady business had been done in medium to finest leaf’ 
to the extent of about 6,000 piculs; and prices had gradually advanced 
from $1 to 2 per picul on last quotations; for some few parcels of fine 
tea as high as from $38 to 4 per picul higher had been paid, native holders 
having been very firm in their demands. Stocks were much reduced, and 
from what could be gathered from the native dealers there was but very 
little more to come forward, Should this be correct, prices weuld he fully 
maintained. The Westbury sailed on the %th Jan. with 320,700 Ibs. for 
New York; the P. M.S. S. steamer took for New York 88,467 lbs., and 
for San Francisco 79,173 lbs. The Crest of the Wave and Ilavelock 
were loading for New York, and the Alphonsine for Boston. The current 
quotations were :—common, %22 to 24; good common, $25 to 27; me- 
dium, $28 to 31; good medium $32 to 54; fine, £36 to 38; finest, $39 
to 44 ; choice, nominal. 

SHananal.— There had been very little of interest to notice in the Tea 
market during the week. In Black Tea rather more enquiry had existed, 
at about previous rates; say: Tls. 15.50 for Shanghai packed, and ‘Is. 
16.50 to 20.00 for very inferior, common to inferior 3rd crop Teas. Settle- 
ments 8,400 chests. Stocks 9,400 chests. Green Teas had been dealt in 
to a moderate extent, and some further concessions in the price of low 
Fychows had induced a few purchases, which show fair value. Good to 
fine Teas were as firm as ever, and Teamen, who had apparently now made 
their arrangements for holding over the native New Year, did not appear 
very anxious to sell. Settlements, 9,690 chests. Stocks, 45,600 half- 
chests. Prices paid had been, Fychows Tls. 21.50 to 31.50; Teenkais and 
Moyunes, Tis. 80.00 to 40.00; Shanghai packed Tls. 22.00. 


SILK. 

YoKoHAMA.—An animated tone had been maintained in consequence 
of encouraging advices to hand from Europe. Notwithstanding the in- 
feriority and insufficiency of the stocks, several transactions had been 
settled at firm rates. There was, however, no decided advance to note, 
otherwise than that rates, which in our last were quoted nominal, had be- 
come steady. The arrivals amounted to about 300 bales, whilst settle- 


ments were estimated at about 800 bales. The stock had diminished to 
1,500 bales.

SHANGHAI.—The English mail left on the 19th January, with 2,065 
bales of Silk on board and fully 500 bales had been settled for the pre- 
sent mail. Prices had an upward tendency (influenced by improved home 
advices, andythe reduced stock’on offer estimated at about 600 to 700 piculs), 
and in scme instances an advance of Tls. 5.00 to 10.00 was reported. 
The purchases consist chiefly of market grades, though some ‘chicks” No. 
3 are said to have been bought at Tls. 560 per picul, the latter being the 
only classic Tsatlees settled. The Chinese estimated the probable arrivals 
for the remainder of this seaseon at 8,000 piculs. These adied to the 
export of 85,800 piculs, and stock of 700}piculs, gives 40,000 piculs for 
total yield. 

COCHIN CHINA AND STRAITS PRODUCE. 

Sa1cox.— Messrs. Kaltenbach, Engler and Co. report as follows :— 
Rice: Round Gocong grain. The contract at $1.48 noticed in our laat 
report was followed immediately after departure of last mail by another 
one of 1.554. In spite of considerable supplies from the interior up to the 
Chinese of New Year prices declined but slightly, as shipments to Japan 
continue on a large scale, Owing to favowrable reports from these quar- 
ters and a heavy amount of shipping engaged in China and Japan the 
demand has taken quite an extraordinary proportion and prices have 
greatly advanced. Last contracts have been closed at $1.80 with long 
terms of delivery, and to-day oar Chinese being heavily engajed refused to 
sell under $1.85 to 1.90 per picul. Long Vinhlong grain had declined to 
$1.38, but has since followed the upward tendency of the market and may 
be quoted $1.55 per pical. Paddy: Has slightly advanced in value ; we 
quote nominally 90 cents per picul. Hides: Owing to a direct oppurtunity 
for shipment to Europe hides are in better demand, and gomewhat hicher 
prices have been allowed. We may quote $x} to &§ per picul for Buffalo 
and €114 per picul for Cow. Horns: ButYalo are very scarce, and eagerly 
bought up at last quoted prices, say Ss3 per picul. Black Pepper: No 
contracts of any importance have been reported and prices are nominally 
39 per pieul. Cocoanut Oil: Arrivals continue scarce; some small lots 
have changed hands at $93 to 10 per picul. Gamboge: Nothing has 
come to hand; prices are nominally £62 per picul.

THE LATE MR. BURLINGAME. 
The late Mr. Burlingame addressed the following letter to a 


friend shortly before his journey to St. Petersburg, where he 
died :— 
“ Berlin, 7th January, 1870. 
“My Deir CoLonet,— 


% * + * * + 


“My mission prospers. In all that has been said against it 
there is no word of truth. Iam sorry to say there is a party in 
England, and, indeed, in China which assumes that it will bea 
bad thing to treat the Chinese with justice. This is natural. 
Under the old system of force, this party found means to 
settle everything from its own point of view, and in its own favour. 
This system has been destroyed by the arrangement concluded 
between Lord Clarendon and myself. This arrangement is that 
England should treat China with consideration, that force should 
not be employed but to protect life and property, and that all 
ditliculties should be treated diplomatically before any resort to 
force. Such a loyal system ought without doubt to be received 
with acclamation, but you canuot reason with such men. 

“See what magnificent suppurt the President has given to the 
mission. With Grant, Napoleon, Clarendon, and Bismark, the 
men who wish to humiliate China will not succeed.

TEA BROKERS’ COMMISSIONS. 

The adjourned mecting of the Tea-Brokers’ Association was held to- 
day, at the Commercial Suic-rooms, ia Mincing-lane ; Mr. Rothwell was 
voted to the chair, aul & committee was formed, consisting of Messrs. 
Rothwell, Bowyer, Wood, and Sentauce, to transact the business of the 


Association. 

Mr. J. C. Sillar brought forward the resolution, of which notice had 
been previously given, that, “In the opinion of this meeting, it is de~ 
sirable that the * trade customs’ of selling tea should be made similar 
to those of silk, viz., sold for cash, with three months to compl+te the 
contract, no allowance bein: mude upon the purchase-moncy ; that the 
Queen's weights be taken both by buycr and seller; and that the buy- 
ing brokeraze of one-half per cent. be retained, payable upon com- 
pletion of the contract, as is customary in the silk trade.” Mr. Sillar 
procecded to show that in the other grout trades of rice. indigo, salt- 
petre, silk, &e., there was no deduction allowed from the purchase- 
moncy, and the commiz-ion for purchasing was ineluded in the invoice, 
and paid upon completion of the contract. He further stated that 
the disastrous state of the tea trade could be traced to a great 
extent to the exi:tence of these customs. Some discussion followed, 
and at the request ef the chairman, who said that he agrecd in 3 great 
measure with what had been stated, bir. Sillar agreed to postpone his 
motion to a fulnre oceasion, as he considered it would be premature 
to take the opinion of the Association upen so important a subject. 
The meeting then terminated with a vote of thanks to the chairman. 








Mr. Epcar Bownine, M.P., anp Mysore.—Public meetings have 
been I.cld at Mysore and Bangalore to devise means of perpetuating 
Mr. Bowring’s connection with the Mysore State. At the Mysore 
meeting the chairman stated that nowhere in India, from Bengal to 
Comorin, was such evidence of progress to be found as in Mysore under 
Mr. Bowriny'’s administratiou; and tuat his knowledge of the languages 
had done much to confirm the loyalty of the natives. The Bangalore 
mecting gave even a better proof of Mr. Bowring’s popularity by 
subscribing on the spot a large sum for a testimonial. 

Tue “sin Navzine.”’—Our attention has been called to 8 paragraph 
ip the Hong Long summary of news in our issue of the 7th, which 
states that the steamer Sce Vasey was forty-five days seven hours 
under stcam from the Clyde to Hong Kong, via Suez Canal. The total 
time occupied was ninety days, as she called at Bombay and other ports 
en route. 

Tur Lufra, China clipper, the launch of which we have already no- 
ticed, has been placed in the new docks at Poplar, lately opened as an 
extension to the Exst and West India Company's system. She is 
loading by Messrs. Robertson and Co., brokers, tor Hong Kong. 

THE gunboat Wun-yo-Maroo, Capt. Gibson, belonging to the 
Japanese Government, arrived at Plymouth Sound on Saturday 
(March 12), on her way from Aberdeen to Yukohama. 


Amonc the presentations at the Levee held by the Queen at Buck- 
ingham Palace, on the 11th inst., we notice the name of Mr. Marcus 
Flowers, H.M.’s Consul at Nagasaki. 

By a Calcutta telegram we learn that Mr. Cooper, the explorer, who 
started to travel into China from India, by way of Assam, bas been com- 
felled to return. Ie was stopped on the Thibet frontier. 
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JAPAN ILLUSTRATED.* 


Some of the productions of the Paris press throw our most gor 
geous Christmas gift books quite into the shade, and M. Humbert’s 
new book on Japan is an instance of this. Our first impression 
on openiug these volumes is that they surpass anything we have 
ever see. fur beauty and clearness of type, fineness of paper, 
and above ull, for the profusion and excellence of the illustrations. 
And a closer study of the work not only confirms these first im- 

ressious, but proves that it possesses literary merit of a high order. 
o dwell for one moment longer on the sumptuous “ get-up ” of the 
volumes, we know of no English books of travel that can at all 
compare with them. The illustrations—480 in number—are 
highly finis:ed wood engravings, some being taken from photo- 
graphs and some from original sketches ; while others again are 
similes of Japanese drawings and caricatures. All these, with- 
out exception, are marvels of artistic taste and careful execution. 
And, admirable as these illustrations are, the accompanying letter- 
press is more than worthy of them. 

M. [umbert’s visit to Japan was made in the capacity of Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of the Swiss Republic 
and his object was to obtain a commercial treaty similar to those 
which ha: been concluded by other European States. In this he 
was ultimately successful ; but circumstances arose that delayed 
the negotiations and condemned him to long intervals of diplo- 
matic inaction, which were redeemed from being tedious by the 
researches which are now given to the world. Qur author landed 
at Nagasaki, and commences his book with a vivid description of 
that town and its surroundings, and with sketches of some of the 
most familiar spots inthe neighbourhood. Thence he describes his 
passage through the Inland Sea, arrival at Yokohama, sojourn at 
Yedo, audexcursionsin different directions from that starting-point, 
but at cvery step he chronicles some note-worthy fact or makes 
some shrewd observation; and his occasional «igressions into 

olitics and history are characterised by a vivacious style that 
Invests even an old story with fresh interest. Like all intelligent 
observers who take the trouble to study Japanese character closely, 
M. Humbert ends by conceiving a high opinion of the people, an 
Opinion that we cordially endorse. Asanation they are proud and 
reserved, but honourable. In trade, they are too often found guilty 
of trickery and evasion ; but then it must be remembered that 
from time immemorial the trading class has been regarded as the 
lowest of all, and having been so long treated with suspicion and 
contempt, they cannot be expected to rise at once to the level of 
our own merchants, Until very lately, the best of Japanese traders 
belonged to a class no higher than the petty shopkeepers in 
the poorer districts of our mctropolis—and they would certainly 


carry off the palm for chicanery, adulteration, and false weights | 


and measures, against any Chinese or Japanese. Besides, have 
our own tradergin Japan bcen entirely free from blame? The 
early hist ry of foreign trade at Yokohama forbids us to answer 
affirmatively. Then, with regard to some of their social customs 


that are offensive to European delicacy, M. Humbert justly | 


maintains that many of our own habits are quite as sevolting to 
them. We affect to be greatly shocked at the Japanese practice 
(not nearly so common as supposed) of the two sexes bathing 
together. Toarefined Japanese the sight of a London or Parisian 
belle in full evening dress is quite as distasteful. The Japanese 
are fond of the bath ; the exizencies of their domestic life (so diffe- 
rent in all respects from ours) sometimes render it convenient for 
the sexes to batheStogether ; and they do so without any offence, 
or intenticnal indelicacy. A Japanese would argue—Why should 
we lay so much stress on the necessity of seclus.on during necessary 
ablutions, when our ladies, when fully dressed, expose their charms 
(or otherwise) so freely? The insufficiency of drapery on the 
upper part of their person is not involuntary, or necessary for any 
useful purpose, but is intentional, and expressly meant to invite 
attention. A writer on ball-room morals recently remarked that any 
observer who wished to form an accurate idea of the nude female 
form might visit, first, any theatre where a burlesque or a ballet 
was being performed—where one moiety would be amply displayed 
—and then need only drop inat an ordinary evening party in Bel- 
gravia to complete his study. This is too true, and is not the only 
instance of an European custom which may not unreasonably excite 
aversion among people possessing a civilisation different from our 
own. A good many travellers who have visited Japan, more espe- 
cially in the carly days of our intercourse, made it their first and 
principal business to look for whatever they had previously heard 
of as objectionable. At Nagasaki, for instance, they would promptly 
insist on visiting “ Yama-matchi,” or the quarter wherein are con- 
gregated all the houses of ill-fame. Then after, a short stay 
chiefly devoted to exploring this region and inquiring into its 

culiarities, they would take leave with the remark, “ Well, this 
is certainly a beautiful country ; but what ajpity it is inhabited 
by so demoralised a race.” M. Humbert is not one of this 
sort. He took Japanese life and character as he found it) impar- 
tially noted its good as well as its bad points, and arrived at the 
conclusion that the former largely predominated. He is quite

| justified, for instance, in his belief that the latitude in con- 
versation and manners that undoubtedly exist in Japanese society 
are in great measure compensated for by the strictness with 
which the marriage tie is observed. Not only are the Government, 
olitics, customs, and religion graphically depicted, but M. Hum 
bert discourses pleasantly on the literature and art of the country. 

In the latter he finds an almost inexhaustible mine of wealth, of 
which he freely avails himself in his illustrations ; these alone, as 


might be entitled ‘‘The Japanese Drawn by Themselves.” The 
series of enigmas which this Sphinx of the Far East (as he 
terms Japan) propounds to the Western world, have their solution 
in a language accessible to all nationalities, in the marvellous 
wealth of illustration afforded by native art—for it 2s art, and in 
many cases of a high order, as the facsimiles in these volumes can 
testify. ‘The limits of our space forbid us to follow our pleasant 
guide any further: but we cannot take leave of M. Humbert 
without expressing a hope that his work may soon be translated 
into our own tongue. 


FROM THE PACIFIC TO THE ATLANTIC. 

M. Ropo.PHeE Linpav, returning to Europe after a residence of 
some years in J rg reached San Francisco a short time before 
the opening of the Pacific and Atlantic Railway, and had the 
rather questionable good fortune to cross the great American 
continent by the first through train. He and his fellow travellers 
arrived however, as we know, without accident, and M. Lindau 
has described his journey and the people and places he saw in the 
pages of Tvevue des Deux Mondes.* M. Lindau’s descriptions of 
San Francisco and Sacramento are lively, his conclusions being 
greatly in favour of the former. The ladies of San Francisco 

| certainly owe him a grand reception should he ever visit that city 
| again, for he speaks of them in terms glowing enough to make 
| every man’s breast heave with emotion and every woman’s, out of 
San Francisco, with envy. There are some humorous sketches of 
| the notabilities of the Queen of the Pacific, amongst others of the 
' “champion shoeblack of the world,” who wore a belt covered with 
silver plates, and challenged any other member of the profession to 
black from twenty to one hundred pairs of boots against him for S50 
to 8200 and the champion’s belt, and yet who had the modesty not 
to charge M. Lindau more than a shilling for cleaning his boots 
in the most masterly style ; the horse-dealer who, offered a trotting 
nag who could do a mile in three minutes with ease, and who 
would not turn his eye to sce what was the matter even if a 
hundred boilers were to burst under his nose at the same 
moment ; and the tailor colonel, who, having made his fortune, 
employed merely for his amusement an army of workmen making 
coats, waistcoats, &c. for himself, and favoured those who were 
| specially introduced to him by selling them some of his super- 
fluities at magnificent prices—are highly diverting, but we must 
not linger any longer on the Pacific shore. 
The description of the struggle between the constructors of the 
Central Pacitic and the Union Railways is capitally told. The 
former laid six miles of rails in a single day, and called the spot 
where the feat was terminated Challenge Point; the challenge 
was taken up by the Unionists, who made more than 7} miles of 
ironway in twenty-four hours; but the Californians were not to 

| be beaten, they gathered all their forces and in one day succeeded 
in laying ten miles of road, the first 240 feet of rails were placed 
in eighty seconds, and the second lot of the same length in seventy- 
five seconds. The whole of the rails, weighing about a thousand 
tons. were laid by eight men, but they had 10,000 assistants! Of 
these labourers 2 considerable portion were Chinese, whose steady, 
industrious character raised them high in the estimation of the 
enginecrs and overseers of the works, and who finally won the 
admiration even of the Irish navvies themselves by a grand faction 
fight, the cause of which no one could ever find out, but which 
resulted in the death of several of the combatants, after which the 
rest went to work, perfectly satisfied and gaily as ever, while the 
directors with sound policy decided to know nothing about the 
affair. In California, says M. Lindau, there is but one opinion about 
the Chinese, which is that they are the very best possible labourers 
to employ on a railway ; they not only do as much work and bear 
as much fatigue as Europeans, but they take a pleasure in their 
duties, and above all their sobriety isexemplary. Whilst constant 
and severe watch had to be kept to maintain even an appearance 
of order amongst the Americans, Irish, and Germans, it was 
scarcely necessary to look at the Chinese; their task being set, 
they divided it amongst them so as to get it well done, they re- 
ceived their moncy, and gave no trouble whatever. The organ- 
isation which regulated everything amongst them worked smoothly 
and efficiently—a lesson for us Europeans. 

M. Lindau’s descriptions of the Sierra region—in the elevated 
parts of which the snow lies on the surface in depths varying 
from ten to forty feet, and of the snow sheds erected to 
shield the line—are certainly not calculated to induce any 
one to undertake the week’s journey on the new railway 
in the winter months, in spite of the ingenuity and perse- 
verance that have been exhibited in providing against acci- 
dent. The description of the desperadoes whom M. Lindau 
saw in the neigbourhood of Promotory and Corinne, and the 
descriptions of those places and of Wasatch, are certainly not en- 
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ticing. Corinne is described by a well-informed Californian 
journalist as the worst place that ever existed in California or 
evada, and this is certainly high rank. One of the most satis- 
factory results that may be expected of the Pacific and Atlantic 
Railway is the gradual glenn of such dens of vice as the 
laces above named, and the extirpation of that loathsome Mormon 
unt called Brigham City, which has been puffed and painted up 
more by English writers of a pseudo-philosophic and prurient 
school than, we are ashamed to say, by anyone else. The rotten 
fabric is now shaken by internal dissension, and we doubt not 
that the Pacific and Atlantic Railway will soon bring it crumbling 
down into its native mud. 

M. Lindau, like all Europeans, is struck with the self-complacent 
boastings of our Transatlantic friends, though he is in no way 
censorious or narrow- minded in his observations ; and he is truly 

hilosophic when he says that, whatever real faults or shortcom- 
ings the members of old civilisations may see in new communities, 
youth. after all, has the best of the bargain. 

M. Lindau takes a sober, fair view of the great works, the energy, 
the perseverance, the capacity, as well as the foibles of the Ame- 
rieans, with a full appreciation of the magnificent future which 
awaits them ; and we heartily recommend every one who can to 
read his entertaining and instructive pages. For the comfort of 
those who would prefer an English version, we may add that we 
believe a translation will be published in this country shortly. 
It would certainly be a popular work. 


The Photographic Art Journal. (London: Sampson Low and 
Son.)—This is the first number of a new monthly journal, edited 
by Mr. Thomas Sutton, and illustrated with photographs printed 
in permanent pigments. The text comprises a complete résumé 
of the news in the photographic world, important original articles, 
accounts of new inventions, &c. The illustrations are specimens 
of various newly-discovered processes (three in number), and are 
all excellent. The subjects chosen will be copies of fine modern 
paintings and works of art, fac-similes of works by the old mas- 
ters, views, portraits of eminent persons, dc. ; so that subscribers 
will at the end of the year find themselves possessed of a collec- 
tion of fine and handsomely-mounted photographs, the choicest 
works of the leading firms and artists, and as permanent as letter- 

ress. Amateur photography being so pope a pursuit in the 
t, this journal ought to become popular among our readers. 


Straits Prodwe.— With the new year appeared in Singapore the 
secend issue of this vehicle for the combined wit and humour of 
the colony. As might have been expected, it shows a great im- 

rovement on the first. The visit of the Duke of Edinburgh and 
its attendant festivities is, of course, the subject of a good deal of 
loyal badinage ; the tiger fight at Johore. snipe-shooting in the 
jungle, the bicycle mania, &c., afford subjects for some of the 
sketches, while others are aimed at the Governor, who, it is hardly 
necessary to say, is not very tenderly dealt with. 

Headlands, Isiands, &c., of the Coast of China and Japan, by 
Capt. W. B. Andrews, of the P. and 0. Company’s service, is a very 
useful set of sketches of the principal points along the coast of 
China and J.pan, together with a table of distances. This is one 
of the most valuable adjuncts to the charts, &c., used by the 
navigators in those parts. The publishers in London are Messrs. 
Maclure, Macdonald, and Co., 37, Walbrook, and copies have, we 
understand, been sent to China and Japan for sale. 





New Sones.—Messrs. R. Cocks and Co. send us a few of their 
late publications. The one most worthy of notice is “O Fair 
Dove’’—a setting of Jean Ingelow’s beautiful words, by Mr. Alfred 
Gatty, who is not the first composer that has taken them fora 
theme. He has succeeded in pocecns a very charming air. “ The 
Smiles of those we Love” (W. F. Taylor) is pretty and pleasing, 
but of a far lower order of merit. ‘‘ Angel of Peace” is the title 
of a sacred song, the words of which (by the Rev. J. B. Dalton) 
are set to a beautiful and inspiring air by Annie Fricker. Another 
sacred song, “ O, when wilt thou come tome,” by Miss M. Lindsay, 
is good, but will hardly bear comparison with some of her former 

roductions—“ Absalom ” and “Resignation” to wit. “The 

usical Box,” a caprice for the piano, by Immanuel Liebich, is a 
difficult, but, when fairly mastered, a sparkling little piece, with 
more individuality than works of this kind can generally boast of. 


OPIUM VERSUS CHRISTIANITY. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
To the extra duty imposed by the new Convention, or even 
double the amount, few would have any objection if the Chinese 
would guarantee to put a stop to the native pe of the drug, but 


so long as the native drug is grown so largely, I see no good reasun | 


why an extra duty should be imposed on the foreign grown drug. 
ut of all the above-mentioned articles on opium and its evils, 
you do not meet with one writer who does not almost wholly 
confine himself to the foreign importer, and by the foreign im- 
rter is evidently meant the European or American importer, 
whereas the fact is, that Europeans and Americans have compa- 
ratively little to do with it, the trade in the foreign drug being 
mostly in the hands of the natives of India, and has been so for 
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years. Little or nothing, also, is said condemnatory of the Chinese 
growers, the thunders of the writers being launched almost exclu- 
sively against their own countrymen. 


The Rev. Dr. Collins says :—“ Accusations of overstatement hav® 
been made against those who plead against the opium trade, but 
only by those who have but a superficial or limited acquaintance 
with this people.” It would be well if such be the case ; let your 
readers judge for themselves, from the statements made in the 
articles, whether it is so or not. The following remarks on the 
statements contained in the articles in question may aid them in 
forming their opinion. 

The Rev. Dr. Graves, in the January number for 1869, says :— 
“ On the whole I think we would be below rather than above the 
mark in saying that one-fourth of the adult male inhabitants of 
China are addicted to the use of opium.” We usually hear that 
China contains one-third of the human race, and the popular — 
estimate of the number of inhabitants of China is 360,000,000; 
allowing there to be six to a family, and but one male adult 
in each family, this would give us sixty millions of male adults 
(which would be under the mark), and allow one-fourth of 
them to smoke opium (this would also be below the mark, 
according to Dr. Graves), and we have fifteen millions of adult 
male smokers of opium in China. Dr. Dudgeon, in the February 
number, gives us the quantity smoked as follows. The maximum 
quantity is two taels in twenty-four hours, and the minimum five 
candareens to begin with. In 100 smokers the percentage is about 
the following :—

or two mace, seven candareens, five cash of opium is the average 
aad consumed daily by the male adult smokers, whom Dr. 

raves computes at one-fourth of the male adults in China, and 
these we have shown to be 15,000,000. 

For some of your home readers the following table of weights 
in use in China may be useful :—10 cash = 1 candareen; 10 can- 
dareens = 1 mace; 10 mace = 1 tael ; 16 taels — 1 catty; 100 
catties = 1 picul; 1 picul = 133°33 lbs. avoirdupois; 1 catty = 
1-333 Ibs. avoirdupois ; 1 tael = 1°333 oz. avoirdupois; 1 lb. avoir- 
dupois = 3 of a catty, or 12 taels; 40z. = 3 taels. With this 
table before them they may find out the quantity of opium con- 
sumed in China from the number of smokers given by Dr. Graves, 
and the quantity smoked as given by Dr. Dudgeon, taking the 
popular estimate of the number of inhabitants. Dr. Dudgeon 
does not give the number who smoke, nor does Dr. Graves give 
the quantity smoked. We must, therefore, take the two accounts 
to give the quantity consumed. 


Reckoning the actual male smokers as before at 15,000,000, 
and the quantity smoked by cach at 2m. 7c. 5c. we have the 
amount smoked as follows :—

But as the smoked opium is prepared, and loses 25 per cent. 
in preparation, we add 25 per cent. to make it the same as grown 
or imported (277,456). Total opium consumed during the year, 
1,387,282 piculs, as shown by the statements of Dr. Dudgeon an 
Dr. Graves. From this amount deduct the foreign import, of 
81,000 piculs, and we have left for native growth 1,306,282 piculs. 


But as I have no desire to take advantage of the writers of the 
articles in any way, we will reckon the population at 250 millions 
instead of 360 millions, as being nearer the actual population of 
China, not on account of depopulation, but assuming that a larger 
number has not existed. Taking the same quantity of opium, and 
reduced population, by the same mode of calculation we have con- 
sumed by male adults, 1,790 30-100 piculs per day. 
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Which, multiplied by 360, gives 663,459 piculs per year.

As none of the writers of the articles give us full accounts, we 
must pick up the information as best we can from the different 
writers, and in Dr. Collins’s article in the October number we tind 
the next link in the chain, namely, the time occupied in smoking 
@ certain quantity. Dr. Collins says:—“ One cvil incidental to 
opium smoking which I have heard bemoaned by a native is the 
great loss of time involved. An ordinary amount of opium—two 
candareens—occupies in smoking one to two hours daily, so that 
the higher amounts, one ounce and upwards, must take a large 
portion of available time in a day.” 


Let us see how long it does take. If two candareens take, say, 
one hour and a half, how long will two mace, seven candareens, five 
cash—Dr. Dudgeon’s average—take ? It would take twenty hours 
and a-half; even this small average quantity one would think 
would occupy a large part of the available time in a day, let 
alone an ounce and upwards ; take the ounce at eight mace, or 
eighty candareens, the time occupied in smoking this, at tho rate 
given by Dr. Collins, would be sixty hours a day; but as this was 
not enough, such cases being frequent, he tells us—it is an ounce, 
andupwards. Dr. Dudgeon says the minimum is ten taels; we will 
take ten taels, or 100 candareens, bearing in mind that the opium 
smoker’s day is a short one, and the time it would take to smoke 
100 candareens, or one tael, is seventy-five hours! The doctor 
does not mention how many hours after smoking this quantity is 
available for food, sleep, work, &c., out of the twenty-four hours. 

We may carry the calculation one step further, and see what 

time is iost to the world by these opium smokers in smoking 
alone, that is if the Missionary calculations are to be believed. 
The male adult smokes, at twenty hours and a-half each, in time 
no less than 24,583 years daily, or ina year, 8,900,000 years. Fe- 
male smokers, as they only smoke half the quantity, will likely 
only take half the time to it, or 1,910 hours a day; this will 
i 1,756 years daily, or 1,736,111 years in one year. There- 
ore, according to the combined calculations of the doctor above 
quoted, the 14,553,532 smokers of opium, male and female, con- 
sume of time daily 29,139 years, or 10,(66,111 years in one year 
in' smoking alone. That the Rev. Dr. Collins’s calculations are 
correct few will be so bold as to deny, for he tells us “ accusa- 
tions of overstatement are only made against those who plead 
against the opium trade by those who have but a superficial or 
limited acquaintance with this people.” I fear I shall have to 
bear the accusation of the worthy doctor, for I really believe 
his statement to be exaggerated, notwithstanding he has had 
the article in view for some months, and tells us—“In what 
I have said I have simply related my own cxperience, I have 
not drawn upon my imagination, nor do I wisb to call that of my 
readers’ into exercise. I do not wish to prejudice my readers by 
what may appear exaggeration,” &c., &c. If this statement is 
really correct—and Dr. Collins vouches for it very strongly—it is 
no wonder that the Chinese are so slow to move onward in the 
direction of progress. 


| SPURIOUS TEA. 
“ Under this heading we noticed in our last issue the report of 
Dr. Letheby on some recent importations of the now notorious 
“‘Maloo Mixture.” Since then the attention of Parliament has 
been called to the matter, Mr. Stapleton having asked in the 
House of Commons whether the Boardfof Trade was aware of what 
was going on, and whether any measures would be taken to pro- 
tect the public. To this Mr. Shaw-Lefevre replied that he ‘ be- 
lieved ” the stuff in question had been imported to a considerable 
extent, but was not aware whether it had got into consumption in 
this country, and that,as the Excise Department exercised con- 
siderable power of seizing adtlterated tea wherever it might be, 
he was not prepared to say that the law required any amendment. 
This abominable rubbish has been imported for some time, though 
it has only lately been brought prominently to public notice. As 
fat back as April, 1868, we published a letter written by a city 
tea-broker (Mr. J. C. Sillar) stating that quantities of stuff called 
tea, but utterly unfit for consumption, were being sold, and sug- 
gesting that the stocks in the warehouses should be examined 
and all found to be unwholesome condemned. This senaible 
advice was not acted on, but at last—at the instance of the 
Commissioners of Sewers—a seizure has been made of six chests 
forming portion of a large shipment, and an application made to 
the magistrate at Guildhall to condemn it. The case is not yet 
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decided, but the following extracts from the police reports will 


show what has transpired so far :— 

At the Guildhall, on the 9th, Mr. Baylis, solicitor to the Commissioner 
of Sewers, addressing Alderman Stone, said he had a case to bring Lefore 
the Court, but he did not know whether, under the peculiar circumstances, 
he should be able then to proceed with it. By order of Dr. Letheby, six 
chests of spurious tea had been seized at Nicholson's Wharf, and when 
they went to remove it there was an embargo laid upon it by the Customs 
until the duty was paid. The tea had been seized because it was to- 
tally unfit for human food, and, if used, certain to be most deleterious 
to health. Mr. Waller, who anpecred for the owners of the tea, said 
he could not let that statement go uncontradicted. Alderman Stone 
said he was of opinion that he had no power to hear the case 
until the bulk was before him. Mr. Waller said that the value 
of the tea was about £15,000, and the duty about £10,000 
more, ‘and the Board of Customs would rot let it go until the 
duty was paid. He wished to know whether the Commissioners 
of Sewers were prepared to pay that sum before they proceeded. 
Mr. Baylis replied that the Commissioners of Sewers were prepared 
to do anything to prevent the people of London being poisoned, 
although he was not authorised to pledge them to any such amount. He 
must say that he had to complain very much of the conduct of the whar~ 
fingers at Nicholson’s Wharf and the owners of the tea, for the manner in 
which they had acted. There were at their wharf 240 chests of tea of 
precisely the same brands as the six that had been seized, and for the 
convenience of the wharfingers and owners of the tea, he had arranged 
that only six chests should be seized, and the rest should remain to abide 
the result of the magistrate’s decision. However, within twelve hours 
after that agreement was entered into, the owners and whartingers had, 
with great expedition, removed the whole of it, and taken it out of the 
jurisdiction of the Court. He could net help saying that it was tricky 
conduct on their part. A solicitor for the whartingers said it was out of 
their power to stop the tea ; he was proceeding to explain when Alderman 
Stone interrupted him, and said he could not go into the matter until it 
came regularly before him. The parties then left the court. 

On the 11th inst. the application was renewed, the six chests being 
brought into court. The solicitor who appeared for the owners of the 
“ mixture” said he was not prepared to contend that it was wholesome 
or fit for food. Ie grounded his defence on the assertion that it was not 
either “ food” or “ a vegetable” within the meaning of the Act; that it 
could not legally be seicd before it was offered for sale, which had not 
been done; and that, not being intended for sale here, but for re-exporta- 
tion to Hamburg, it did not come under the jurivdiction of the Court. 
Mr. Lane (who appeared for the proprietors of the wharf) referred to Mr. 
Baylis’s statement on the last occasion, in which he said the conduct of 
the wharfingers was “ tricky,” and he wished to explain that there was no 
arrangement made specifically with Mr. Baylis, but six chests of tea only 
were seized, and then the owners came down with their warrants, and the 
wharfingers had no power to refuse togive upthetea. Mr. Baylis allowed 
that he did say there was something tricky in the conduct of the owners 
in having the tea removed, but after the explanation that had been given 
he saw the wharfingers could not help themselves, and he wished to with- 
draw all imputation from them. Alderman Stone decided that sampling the 
tea was an exposing for sale within the meaning of the Act. Both he and 
the Common Serjeant were clearly of opinion that tca was a vegetable, 
and that it was an article of human food, and if he should be of opinion 
that it was unfit for the food of man he should condemn it; but he should 
have uo objection to give a case for a Superior Court. He would make 
the order, but suspend its operation until the decision of the Court above 
was known. Dr. Lethehy, Medical Ofticer of Health, and Food Analyst 
for the City of Londen, said he had scen the tea in question, and tried it 
by making an infusion of it. He was of opinion that it was composed, 
of leaves that had undergone putrefaction. They had a putrefactive 
odour, which was brought out very distinctly by infusing them in boiling 
water. He produced an infusion of the leaves, and said that they were so 
putrid as to be unfit for human food. The tea in all the chests was of 
the same character. Mr. Waller cross-examined Dr. Letheby at great 
length as to the properties of tea and its nutritive qualities. Dr. Letheby 
said that he did not believe the tea in question could be sold and used by 
itself ; it might be mixed with good tea and used. Ife knew that it was 
decomposed because the stalks were soft and pulpy, which would not be 
the case with tea in good condition, even though it was common tea. The 
leaves, if they were good, would not have broken in consequence of « 
quarter of an hour's boiling. At the conclusion of Dr. Letheby’s evidence 
the case was adjourned, Mr. Waller intimating that he would call scien- 
tific witnesses, and instruct counsel on the next occasion. 










































THE HONG KONG HOUSE-OWNERS’ MEMORIAL. 
A meeting, comprising most of the subscribers to this memorial 
(which was published in our last), was held on the 9th inst., Mr. R. 
J. Gilman in the chafr. The reply of Lord Granville, which Mr. 
Gilman read, was as follows :— 
“JI am directed by Earl Granville to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 31st ult., enclosing a memorial from owners of house property 
in Hong Kong, urging objections to the supplementary convention to the 
Treaty of Tientsin, and requesting that his Lordship will receive a depu- 
tation on the subject. I am to inform you in reply that the arguments of 
the memorialists will receive the consideration cf Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, and that Lord Granville will name a time for receiving the proposed 
deputation after he has received a communication on the subject, which is 
expected from the Governor of Hong Kong.” 
After some general remarks, in which Mr. Walkinshaw pointed 
out that restrictions placed on the traders of long Kong by a 
Manadrin Consul would assuredly drive the trade over to Macao, 
and that at present the exports to the coast amounted to twenty- 
two million dollars, it was decided that the gentlemen present 


should form a deputation to Earl Granville on the subject. 








PROPOSED PACIFIC TELEGRAPH. 


We have more than once noticed the proposal to lay a tele- 
graphic cable between the United States and Eastern Asia, and 
replied to the objections of some writers who characterised it as 
@ wild and visionary scheme. The following, extracted from the 
New York Times, shows that the probabilities of its being carried 
into exccution are on the increase :— 

The Committee on Commerce has reported without amendment the Bill 

to enconrage telegraphic communication between the Eastern and Western 
Hemispheres, or, in other words, the Pacific Cable Bill. The Bill provides 
that the starting point for the cable shall be south of Cape San Juan, in 
Washington Territory. The line which the American and Asiatic Tele- 
graph Company originally estimated, and to which substantially, we pre- 
sume, they still adhere, was about 5,000 miles long. But the islands of 
tho Pacific offer a great advantage in breaking this long line; and in this 
respect the enterprise is esa hazardous, so fur as the establishment of the 
line is concerned, than its Atlantic predecessors. The distance from San 
Francisco to Cape San Juan, in Washington Territory, is 700 miles, and 
this part of the line is already built. There begins the ocean cable proper, 
which, proceeding north-westerly, finds its first station at Sitka, a distance 
of 630 miles. Thence, proceeding due west 500 miles, it touches Kodiak 
where we have or lately had, a military post. Thence, stretching south- 
westerly along the Alaska peninsula and the Aleutian group of islands 
450 miles, it touches Oonalaska. From that point it leaves American 
islands behind, and, 660 miles to the west, reaches the island of Attou, 
and with 650 miles more, Urup, the latter on the Asiatic shore. Another 
stretch of 300 miles carries it to Hakodadi, in Japan, where its mission 
proper as an ocean cable may be said to end. But, with a northerly move 
of 200 miles, it reaches Poseyat, where, on the mainland of Asia, it willcon- 
mect w-ith a branch, already built, of that great Russian overland route which 
eontimues to the mouth of the Amoor River. From Posey at a southerly 
trend of 650 miles (also submarine) carries the cable to Nagasaki, whence 
an easterly branch may continue 600 miles to Yokohama, and a westerly 
one of 450 to Shanghai, the latter to connect with the East India Tele- 
gtaph Company’s line, so encircling the globe. These were the stations, 
we say, and these the distances estimated a year or more ago, and if they 
have been, or shall be slightly changed, it can only be in the way of im- 
provement. Even as they are, it is clear that no distance between adja- 
cent points in the long line is greater than 700 miles, which is a trifle in 
ocean telegraphy. And, again, it is clear that the strict trans-Pacific 
course—say from from San Juan to Hakodadi, is only 3,190 miles in 
length, while that from Sitka to Japan is only 2,490. It is evident that 
the project is perfectly practicable, and that it need not be long before we 
have daily news here in New York from Japan and China, as we have it 
now from England and California. 


THE LOSS OF THE “ONEIDA.” 


(THE TIMES, MARCH 8,) 

Particulars have at length been received of the fatal collision between 
the Bombay and the Oneida. We earnestly trust that in this account 
there may be still something wanting, and that its statements, though un- 
doubtedly authentic, may be imperfect, for otherwise we must deeply 
regret conduct which is nothing less than an outrage on humanity, as well 
“as a disgrace to the British flag. . . How far the accident was inevita- 
ble, or how, or in what proportions, the blame should be distributed, are 
questions to be settled by the professional evidence and official inquiry. 
Our present concern is with the graver incident of the neglect or indiffer- 
ence shown by the captain of the Bombay in the duty of succour and 
rescue. As the American ship did not go down immediately, but only 
*¢ goon” after the collision, and as two of her own boats succeeded in saving 
sixty lives, it appears morally certain that the aid of the British vessel, 
promptly rendered, would have sufticed to snatch the rest from destruction. 
Is it, then, true that the Bonbay, according to the American account of 
the affair, ‘‘never stopped after the collision,” but steamed on as if nothing 
hhad happened, leaving the Oneid1’s crew to their fate? We fear it is, for 
these are the words of Mr. Henry’s message referring to the incident :— 
*¢ The Bombay felt the shock £o little, that Captain Eyre did not think the 
Oneida could have been much damaged, and continued his voyage on to 
Yokvhama.” As we earnestly trust, for the sake of humanity, that some 
farther justification or explanation of such a course may yet be forth- 
coming, we cannot omit to point out that no mention is made of the signal 
guns said to have been fired by the sinking ship, and which would 
aggravate the case ayainst the British commander. Nevertheless, 
we feel at a loss to conceive how any seaman could have imagined 
that such a collision as is described could have occurred without 
““much damage,” or without some demand for the assistance of his 
ship. . So far a3 we can judge at present, the British commander 
is not to be blamed for the actual collision itself. That seems to have been 
the fault, if it was anybody’s fault, rather of the American pilot, though 
. in such a night as is described it is possible that no great blame could be 
ascribed to any one. The catastrophe, in short, would of itself have 
provokcd little comment except for the alleycd heartlessness of the English 
captain, and here we are compelled to acknowledye that the official report 
does contain some ground for the American version of the occurrence. 
When the news first arrived nobody in this country could believe that the 
Bombay did really steam on without stopping after the fatal collision, but it is 
now proved that she did so, and that upwards of ahundred men were left to 
drown who might otherwise, according to all human probability, have been 
rescued from death. It is not said that the weather was rough, or that 
there was any cause to prevent the Bombay from stopping and lowering 
her boats in aid cf the sinking crew ; indved, the very fact that the Oneidu’s 
boats saved without difficulty as many as they could carry proves with what 
easc and certainty the relief might have been extended. To all appearance, 
the only possible justification of Captain Eyre must consist in bis own re- 
ported assumption that no assistance was required. The Bombay, it 
seenis, received not the least damaye from the collision, and her commander, 
therefore, jumped to the conclusion that the otber vexsel escaped with as 
little harm. Whether such a conclusion could under the circumstances be 
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warrantable is a question for professional opinion; but that it was unfortu- 
nate in the extreme is, unhappily, beyond all doubt. We wait, however, 
for the complete elucidation of the case, though we wish we could do so 
with greater confidence in the result. 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE, MARCH 9.) 

When the news came from America that the captain of the Bombay, 
after running down the Oneida, had calmly pursued his course, leaving the 
crew of the sinking ship to perish, we at once expressed a confident belief 
that the story would prove to be untrue. Indignation at the Britisher is a 
favourite pastime in the United States ; and that an American ship of war 
should be run down by a British packet-boat, a mere mail-steamer, seemed 
very likely indeed to arouse susceptibility and to stimulate accusation. We 
now suffer the humiliation of suspecting that our confidence was not 
quite justified by the facts. So far as they are known, they quite 
acccunt for the indignation which seems to have spread throughout 
the Univn like fire in prairie grass. The ships came into collision 
apparently by the fault of the Oneida’s officers; but that is nothing 
to the point, nor would it be of much effect even if the vessels had been 
engaged in just and open war. The ships struck upon each other. The 
shock to one of them was so great that she presently sank with 115 men 
on board. Sixty-one escaped in two boats. In America it is asserted 
that when the Oneida knew her danger she fired her guns to signal her 
distress; and that the Bombay nevertheless went on her way regardless. 
That still seems to us an almost incredible story. But what is the ex- 
planation (as far as we know it) on the other side? It is said, on behalf 
of the captain of the English ship, that he was quite unaware that the 
collision was at all serious: “he did not think the Oneida could 
have been much damaged, and continued his voyage to Yokohama.” 
Certainly this is very strange. A shock so great as to destroy a 
ship of war is felt so little by the vessel which struck her, that her cap- 
tain carries on without a suspicion that any harm has been done. Nor 
does he hear the distress-guns. Surely there must be some explanation 
of all this which does not yet appear; most earnestly we hope so, and 
cling to the belief that the story is not yet complete. Bad as appearances 
are for the captain of the Bombay, it is not possible that he should pursue 
his course simply indifferent to so dreadful a calamity; still it is difficult 
now to avoid very grave doubts asto whether he exercised that care and 
caution the absence of which under such circumstances almost amounts to 
a crime. However, it is too soon to condemn him. We only hopeit is 
not necessary to say, meanwhile, that this calamity weighs very heavily 
upon all England; and that our anxiety about it is at least as great as the 
indignation of America. 


THE CHINESE MISSION. 
(STANDARD, MARCH 11.) 


{t has been stated that Mr. Burlingame, the chief of the Chinese 
Embassy, who died very recently at St. Petersburg, is to be succeeded 
by Mr. Brown, the secretary to the Embassy. This is rather a puzzling 
arrangement. If an ambaszader dies in the ordinary course of things, 
it is natural enough that the business of bis mission should be trans- 
acted, until the appointment of his successor from the country he re- 
presents, by the senior diplomatist of his staff. But promotion in the 
higher ranks of the diplomatic service is not quite such a matter of 
routine as would be implied by the idea that, in such a case, the 
second in command should take the title and rank of the deceased, 
just as the eldest son of a peer succeeds his father. Whether Mr. 
Burlingame ought to have been received ag ambassador was always 
an open question as far as the policy of the step was concerned; 
but at all events he was appointed ambassador by the Court of Peking. 
But Mr. Brown's claim to be regarded in the same light can hardly be 
considered susceptible of discussion at all. He may be an acting chargé 
d'affaires, but he can no more be an ambassador than a Great Mogul. 
It may be possible that in the course of time he will be appointed to 
the vacant dignity by the Chinese Government. Indeed, if the Chinese 
Government does not in this way mark its sense of the extraordinary 
and altogether unhoped-for success with which the embassy hag dis- 
charged its functions, by hoodwinking the British Government, and 
generally obstructing the progress of European intercourse in China, it 
will be guilty of the basest ingratitude ; and considering that with a 
Chinaman—in a higher degree than with any other human creature— 
gratitude signifies a lively sense of favours to come, it is very 
unlikely that on this occasion the Chinese Government will 
be ungrateful. Still, for the present, it will be manifest to any- 
one who bestows & moment's thought upon the principle involved, 
that it would be premature to recognise Mr. Brown’s ambassadorial 
character. And while his appointment is pending we cannot refrain 
from pointing out once more—although as far as the prcsent Govern- 
ment is concerned it may be feared that all such remonstrances are 
useless—that in the nature of things a Chinese Embassy is necessarily 
& delusion and a snare for unwary foreign secretaries, and nothing else 
whatever. Everthing which the Peking Government can possibly desire 
to do with the view of advancing civilisation and facilitating foreign 
intercourse, it can do with the help of the foreign representatives at 
Peking. European Powers must always negotiate through their own 
representatives or bring the interests of their own subjects to grief. 
The Chinese Embassy cannot be anything more than a buffcr, and its 
recognition simply misleads the Chinese rulers, inspires them with 
false hopes that are certain to be disappointed in the end, and exerts 
an cffect on the relations between China and the Western Powers which 
is purely prejudicial.

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CONSUL SWINHOE'S REPORT ON THE YANGTSZE. 

Tue circumstances attending Sir Henry KEppet's expe- 
dition up the Yangtsze, in June last, are now pretty well 
‘known. It was accompanied by Consul SwinHor, who was 
‘instructed to report his observations to the British Minister, 
and by Messrs. Micure and Francis, on behalf of the Shanghai 
Chamber of Commerce. The admirable report of these gen- 
‘tlemen on the commercial facilities they found to exist at the 
warious places visited was published some months since, and 
commented on in these columns; that of Mr. SwinHoE, with 
its numerous enclosures, was forwarded to the Foreign-office 

in adespatch from Sir R. Aucock, which, with all its con- 
tents, is now before us in the shape of a Parliamentary 
paper. Mr. Swinnoe's report may be divided iuto three sec- 
‘tions, the first of which contains a short description of his 
visit to the Upper Yangtsze. In this he fully confirms the 
atatement of Messrs. Micniz and Francis, that the expedi- 
tion was in nearly every place welcomed with kindly feeling. 
Sir R. Avcock himself, in his covering despatch, admits that 
they “ met with no hostility on the part of the riverine popu- 
= lations, and in the majority of towns were well received as 
<¢ pionecrs of commerce.” Here, we may observe by the way, 
is atrong official evidence in favour of the assertion we have 
go often put forth, that the mass of the population would 
welcome foreigners in almost all parts of the country 
were they permitted to do so by the ruling classes. 
‘This view is further borne out by Consul MarxHay, 
‘who stated, in his account of a visit to Shantung, read the 
other day before the Geographical Society, that the result of 
-his experience, gathered in several journeys in the interior, 
was “that the middle and lower classes of China were, as a 
‘ rule, inclined to be friendly to strangers, and that all acts 
* of offence are instigated by the governing class of man- 
“darins.” But, to return to Consul SwinHoE, we find but 
‘tittle information of any direct commercial value i in this part 
-of his report, which is probably due to the fact of his having 
purposely left such items to the care of the Chamber of Com- 
merce delegates ; but he makes it quite clear that no steam 
mavigation is possible higher than Ichang. As Sir R. Atcock 

‘says, these observations have lost much of their interest now 
that all thought of oltaining access to the Upper Yangteze 
has been relinquished for the present. 

The second part of the report is devoted to the Poyang 
Lake and the commerce of the surroundiny district. In 
‘view of the proposal to open this lake to ‘steamers, three 
ports in it were suggested as “ ports of call,” to be subsidiary | 
to the treaty port of Kiukiang. They are Jao-chow, Woo- 
ching, and Jui-hung, each of which is situated at the mouths 
»0f two rivers flowing into the lake. All these streams commu- 
Nicate with tea districts, some with silk-producing provinces, 
others with coal mines. Mr. SwInHoEk indulges in some rather 
glowing anticipations of the important trade to be Geveloped: 
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of note that Sir R. eT  TRERS CORRESPONDENTS, &e, _| Of note that Sir R. Arcock himself says in the —— ——  TESPONDENTS, &o. of note that Sir R. Axcocx himeelf says in the despatch ex en- 
closing Mr. Swinnoe’s report, that “he has collected a good 
‘deal of useful information, the general bearing of which is 
“to discourage the idea that any advantage would be gained 
“hy placing a steam-tug, as proposed by the Chinese 
“authorities, on the lake.” To this part of Mr. SwinHoE’s 
report are appended copies of a long correspondence carried 
on in the Shanghai papers on the question of substituting 
Hookow for Kiukiang, as a treaty port ; of a memorial from 
the Kiukiang merchants to the British ‘Minister, on the im- 
portance of opening up the Poyang Lake ; and of a sketch- 
map of the lake region. We now come to the concluding 
section of the report, devoted to the proposed “landing- 
places” on the lower Yangtsze, suggested in the memorials on 
treaty revision. The first, Kiang-yin, some ninety miles by 
river from Shanghai. is said to be very desirable, but of seve- 
ral others mentioned, Woo-hoo (or Wu-hu), is the only one 
that receives very favourable mention, although Mr, SwinHoE 
thinks that Ta-tuyg and An-king “ might be accepted.” He 
suggests that these three places should be under the control of 
a Vice-Consul, who could make the circuit of the three once a 
month, having his head quarters at Kiukiang or Chinki 

By degrees, Mr. SwinHOE thinks, these would develop, by 
their own natural growth, into regular Treaty ports. On 

this Sir R. ALcock remarks that Mr. SwinHoe is mistaken 

in assuming that it was ever intended to make Consular 
ports of these ; the proposal was only to establish a small 
Customs’ station, with the necessary facilities for landing and 
shipping goods. Of what use this would be, without any 
official to protect British interests, it is hard to say; the 
experiment, however, is not to be tried. Wu-hu—one of the 
places recommended — becomes a treaty port under the 
new Convention ; of the others we shall probably hear nothing 
more. In conclusion, we may remark that Mr. Swingos’s 
report is ably compiled and very instructive, but unfortu- 
nately its chief use is to show us what advantages might have 
been secured to British trade had the task of treaty revision 
been carried out in a proper manner. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS ASSOCIATION. 

A GENERAL meeting was held on the 4th inst., at which 
the Report of the Finance Committee was presented, and 
ordered to be printed for transmission to the Colonial-office. 
We have not yet seen the report, but we believe it will be 
found to fully bear out the views we expressed on the sub- 
ject of the Straits finances in our issue of January 14th. 
The Auditor-General, in his comments upon the representa- 
tions made by the Association, has been compelled to have 
ae to special pleading. He devotes all his energies 

to exposing a few errors in detail, but evades the real 
point of the discussicn, viz., that, on his own showing, 
Sir H. Orp’s administration has entailed upon the colony 
an additional annual expenditure of over £40,000 per 
anoum. It matters nothing that, through good luck 
more than good management, the revenue of the colony 
has rapidly increased. The fact is acknowledged on all 
hands, but it will be a novel line for them to take if our 
present economising Government recognise in such a state of 
things a warrant for a governor appropriating every farthing 
of an accruing surplus to purposes mainly his own. Already 
the fears expressed by the Association a year ago as to the ex- 
orbitant cost of Governor Orp’s palace are being realised. 
An official return, called for by Mr. W. R. Scort, reveals the 
fact that already this modest edifice has cost the colony 
$175,000, and there are rumours many heavy items have yet 
to be added ; so that it is probable enough that the total ex- 
penditure upon the palace will fully equal its cost as esti- 
mated by the Association, viz., $200,000. Now, as Earl 
GRANVILLE distinctly stated in May last that not half of such 
anamouut would be sanctioned, it remains to be seen what his 
lordship will say when the facte are before him.

GALLE HARBOUR. . 

THE scheme for the improvement of Galle Harbour con- 

tinues to be the subject of a controversy in which public 
opinion is strangely divided. One party objects to the plan 
altogether, on the ground that a suitable work cannot be 
constructed for much less than double the amount of the 
loan to be granted; another party does not doubt the feasi- 
bility of the work, but thinks the Home Government ought 
to pay for it; a third is quite willing to defray the outlay 
out of the Colonial revenue, but would remove the locale of 
the proposed harbour works to Colombo, which is doubt- 
less the mercantile capital of ‘the island; while a fourth 
‘party—which to us seems the most sensible and prac- 
cal of all—recognises the importance of Galle as a 
future focus of Eastern trade, and, failing any actual 
grant of funds from home, . is willing to accept, and 
make the best of such help as is offered, in the shape of a 
loan repayable on tolerably easy terms. We quite admit 
the probability of the final cost of the breakwater and other 
necessary works exceeding the amount of the loan; but 
there need be no uneasiness on this point. The home 
Government having distinctly admitted the principle that 
the entire plan is dependent on a loan to the Colony, cannot 
stop half-way, if it is shown that an increase in the amount, 
with a corresponding extension of the time allowed for repay- 
ment is absolutely necessary, we cannot for a moment doubt 
that such accommodation will be granted. Of those who oppose 
this -view, the most reasonable section consists of the advocates 
of an improvement in the harbour of Colombo. They argue 
that instead of spending the money of the colony in provid- 
ing accommodation for the whole trade.of the East, at Galle, 
it should be devoted to Colombo, the commercial emporium 
of the island. To pay for a breakwater at Galle, they say, 
would be generous, but to improve Colombo Harbour would 
be just, and that is obviously the better course. To this we 
may reply, that notwithstanding the drawbacks that Colombo 
may suffer from, it is already a prosperous and flourishing 
port—and if an opportunity offers of raising Galle to a 
similar pitch of prosperity, why not take advantage of it? 
That the proposed improvements will, if properly carried out, 
work a vast change in the importance of Galle, cannot be de- 
nied. Itis already a great focus for many lines of steamers, 
and but for the evil reputation of its anchorage would 
be equally available as a port of call for sailing vessels. The 
Suez Canal will bring a great accession to the traffic that 
already seeks shelter there ; and the increased importance 
and wealth that must come with the completion of these 
long-needed harbour works cannot fail to react in a beneficial 
way on the general prosperity of the colony. The Ceylon 
public would like to have all this free of cost to themselves. 
No doubt ; but they should bear in mind that “ half a loaf 
is better than no bread,” and be thankful for such aid as is 
vouchsafed them. Considering the niggardly views of our 
present Government, and its narrow-minded Colonial policy, 
it is a marvel that they have obtained any assistance at all. 
By all means get Galle Harbour made safe at once—and then 
see about Colombo. 


WE understand that Mr. J. W. Bircu, at present one of 
the Government Agents in Ceylon, is to be the new Colonial 
Secretary for the Straits Settlements. Mr. Brrcw has proved 
himself an able and energetic public servant, and has been 
selected entirely on account of his good services. He has done 
more for irrigation works, probably, than any other officer in 
Ceylon, and has been mentioned favourably in the official 
despatches of Sir H. Warp, Sir C. MacCartuy, and Sir H. 
Ropinson. This appears to be a really good appointment, 
and one that should give satisfaction both in Ceylon and 
Singapore. 


WE regret to learn that the persecution of native Christians 
still continues in Japan. ‘To what extent it is really carried 
has never been quite satisfactorily ascertained, but a letter 
by last mail from our Nagasaki correspondent details some 
terrible cruelties. Sir Harry Parkes made an effort during 
his visit to Nagasaki to procure some mitigation of the seve- 
rities practised, but without success. It is unaccountable 
that a Government that shows so liberal and enlightened a 
disposition in many other respects should in this one remain 
obstinately deaf both to reason and humanity. 
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THE memorials from the Shanghai and Hong Kong Cham- 
bers of Commerce, aud from the colony of Hong Kong, on 
Sir R. Atcock’s Convention have been received here with 
much satisfaction. They greatly strengthen the position of 
the London merchants, because they entirely dispel the idea 
which had gained ground in some quarters, that a diversity 
of opinion existed between the mercantile community in 
China and the London Committee, and thus help to refute 
one of Lord CLaRENDON’s strongest arguments. The Hong 
Kong General Memorial—if we may so term it, to distinguish 
it from that of the Chamber of Commerce—is exceedingly 
well drawn, and in this respect is, in our opinion, one of the 
best documents ever sent home from the Far East. 


A VERY painful sensation has been created by the tele- 
grams announcing the collision between the Bombay and the 
Oneida, and its terribly fatal consequences. In the United 
States it is roundly asserted that Captain Eyre deliberately 
left the crew of the Oneida to their fate, and the indignation 
against him is extreme. The nature of the sentence passed 
by the Naval Court at Hong Kong (suspension of certificate 
for six months) seems to indicate that this grave charge has 
not been proven ; still, we await fuller details with much 
anxiety. : 


SILKWORM REARING. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 


Any one would be extremely rash to say either that the silk- 
worm will flourish freely, or that it will prove an utter failure in 
one or other of our islands, but the stir that has heen wisely made 
of late respecting silk supply and silk spinning will certainly 
cause 2 great many experiments to be tried. The season is now 
approaching when the business of the silkworm rearer commences, 
and we think it will be well to give an extract from the hintsand 
instructions furnished by one of the highest authorities on the 
subject in France, namely, H. Raibaud-Lange, director of the 
farm school of Paillerols, in the Basses-Alpes, and an active co- 
operator with M. Pasteur in the selection of the seed, or eggs, by 
microscopic means. 

M. Raibaud-Lange says that the malady which has caused such 
sad destruction in France and other countries, the pébrine or gat- 
tine, is conquered by the selection above alluded to, but there still 
remains the disease common to the worms, and known in France 
as flacherie, which is all the more to be dreaded from the fact that 
it makes its appearance at the fourth stage of the insect’s life, when 
nearly all the cost and trouble of rearing have been incurred. This 
well-known disease is especially to be dreaded when the spring 
is early and the changes of temperature frequent. It is at this 
period, then, that particular precautions are necessary. Between 
the fourth change and the commencement of the cocoon the silk- 
worm eats five times more food than previously, and requires 
consequently great regularity in feeding and temperature. Sudden 
variations must be guarded against with all possible care ; ifa hot 
south wind begins to blow, as in the south of France, the windows 
must be shut against it, and the air in the breediug house changed 
by a slight fire ina chimney or otherwise, the floor and walls 
must be watered several times a day, wet cloths hung against the 
windows, &c., until the thermometer shows that the ordinary tem- 
perature is restored. All accumulation of dirt and spoiled leaves 
must be carefully avoided, as in hot weather they produce ammo- 
nical gas, which is fatal to the worms. In the case of sudden 
chills in the weather equal care must be taken, means of heating 
must be provided, and the house must be watched during the 
night as well as the. day, for cn the avoidance of brusque transi- 
tions depends success or failure. To these special hints respect- 
ing the critical period, M. Raibaud-Lange adds general instruc- 
tions, which we give in the most concise terms possible. 
Keep the cards of eggs in their layers in a dry and well-aired 
apartment, having a northern aspect. Let the breeding-house be 
prepared by washing with lye or lime-wash ; and, if very dirty, 
every corner, as well as the fittings, must be carefully washed with 
a plasterer’s brush, and a mixture of one part of sulphuric acid and 
six parts of water. DBegin the breeding carly, late frosts are not 
to be feared ; this is one of the best elements of success. Let the 
chambers be small, and keep different kinds of worms quite sepa- 
rate, as the bad will infect the rest ; above al], never place the 
Japanese worms with the ycllow races, or the latter will certainly 
suffer. A month before the time of hatching, place the eggs in a 
somewhat warmer place than before, but do not commence the 
hatching until the eggs are well swollen and begin to turn white. 
The hatching should be effected in a tempcrature gradually in- 
creasing from 59 deg. to 73 deg. Fahrenheit, and slightly humid. 
Worms hatched at the same time should be kept together, in 
order that they may sleep and wake at the same time. During 
the first and second stages the worms require four meals a day, 
the leaves being cut up and even peeled or cleared of the coarser 
portions ; during the third and fourth stages, three meals, but 
more abundant, must be given of leaves as picked from the tree ; 
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during the last period the meals must be increased to four. 
When the worms begin to sleep, diminish the supply of food, 
and when nearly all asleep, cease the supply entirely ; let them 
thoroughly wake up before recommenciny to feed them, they get 
no harm for fasting for twenty-four, thirty-six, or even forty-eight 
hours ; if, after a time some are awake and others still asleep, 
divide and feed them separately. The leaves must be changed 
and tho refuse removed at least twiee during each stage, and more 
frequently during damp weither ; this must be done by means of 
nettiug or paper, so that the worms are never touched with the 
hand. Let the temperature be increased from about 68 deg. in 
the commencement to 75 Cog. to 77 deg. at the most after the 
fourth chanve ; maintain the greatest clcanliness without dust or 
noise ; ventilate frequently Ly means of traps or windows, but 
shade the worms by curta:ns or screens; let plenty of light in, 
and in damp weather make » bright flaming fire. Let the leaves 
be fresh, but not with the dew on them ; the best are those of 
secdling trees which have not been pruned, and which grow in 
elevated spots. AI. Raibauc-Lange says that in the Basses-Alpes, 
when these directions are followed, they obtain from 100 to 160 lbs. 
of silk from one ounce of eg:'s.

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GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampvrea, March 9. 
There are several interesting and important subjects to communicate to- 
day, but that which has caused the greatest excitement, not only at 
Berlin but over the whole of Germany, is the resolution passed by the 
Reichstag for the abolition of capital punishment. On the 27th alt., 
which was the dav appvinted for the second reading of the new Criminal 
Code, several members took exception at the very first paragraph of the 
preamble containing a definition of crimes, misdemeanors, and offences, 
crime being described as ‘‘an act punishable with death, imprisonment 
with hard labour (zuchthausstra/c), or detention in a fortress for more than 
five years.” Several amendments were moved by different members, but 
all agreeing in one object—viz., to leave out the words ‘‘with death.” 
A lively debate then ensued, capital punishment being warmly defended by 
Reichensberger, Count Schulenburg, Dr. Leonhardt (the Minister of 
Justice), Count Bismark, and others, whilst the opponents mustered in 
strong force and made excellent speeches. The debate lasted for three 
days, and was finally deci‘led on the 1st inst. by a division, the result of 
which was that the punishment of death is abolished throughout Germany 
by 118 to 81 votes. Reichensberyer made an admirable speech, but it 
was not convincing, nor did it contain any new features. The Minister of 
Justice spoke like a barrister addressing a jury and acting from the in- 
structions in his brief; it was evident that he pleaded in favour of retain- 
ing the clause more from policy than conviction. The great speech of the 
debate was that of IHlerr Lasker, in favour of the abolition of capital 
punishment, and it made a deep impression cn the House. Many of the 
speeches contained a deal of German sentimentality, others were full of 
metaphysical disquisitions, and not a few entered intu the religious 
elements of the question, and quoted freely chapter and verse from the 
Holy Scriptures in support of their views. Count Bismark somewhat 
lost his temper at seeing the great majority against him, hinted that the 
Federal Council would never consent to strike out the wor:ls, at least he 
could answer for Prussia, and even threatened to withdraw the whole 
Criminal Code if the division were adverse. The Saxon Privy Councillor, 
Dr. Schwarze, who is the principal judge of the Criminal Tribunal at 
Dresden, gave hia experiences on the subject of death punishments, which 
made a deep impres=ion on his andience. He said he spoke against the 
penalty not only because it had been lately abolished in the Kingdom of 
Saxony, but from honest conviction. The Crown Prince of Prussia was 
present on each day of the debates, and was seen to take copious notes, 
especially during Lasker’s spvech. A report has been in circulation at 
Berlin that the King objects to the abolition of capital punishment on the 
ground that the right of clemency and the commutation of sentences is one 
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of the hizhest and most undoubted privileges of the Crown, which would 


be encrsaczed on if repealed; but whether there is any ground for the | 


rumour deponent sayeth not. After the division the House went on with 
the reading of the Bill seriafim, when another hitch occurred at Clause 11, 
which ordains that death shall ensue by decapitation ; but this was quickly 
got over by simply striking out the obnoxious words, and it gave rise to 
no debate nor even a division, Ministers not caring to risk another defeat, 
after being left in such a signal minority on the chief question at issue. 
The German press in general tukes a favourable view of the result, and it 
is oaly the small Conservative party that still growls at their defeat; for 
they one and all defended capital punishment as an institution to be pre- 
serve! intact as proceeding from the most remote antiquity, specially 
ordained by the Divine Leyi-lator for the Jews, and kept up in all ages 
and by all nations down to the present day. 

With reference to the foregoing subject it is worthy of note, that at 
the sitting of the Bundes-Rath, or Federal Council, at which the 
Criminal Code was finally agreed to, a clause was added repealing such of 
the criminal laws of the separate States as contain anything militating 
against the new Federal code, which is to come into general operation on 
January 1, 1871. And another thing worthy of remark is, that many 
privileges and exemptions hitherto enjoyed by the nobles areswept away; 
and, indeed, there is no mention at all of nobility in the whole code, from 
beginning to end, but all classes of society are placed on the same level in 
the eye of the law. 

A Bill to facilitate;marriages of Germans, and provide for efficient 
registers of births and deaths in countries out of Europe, has passed the 
Dundes-Rath, and been read a first time in the Reichstag. It extends the 
fanctions of German consuls abroad, enabling them to perform the 
marriage ceremony in the absence of aduly ordained clergyman, and to 
keep such registers, which shall have due force in all courts of law 
in Germany with respect to the disposal of property and payment of 
legacies, whilst willa may be deposited at the consulates and certified copies 
sent home. The Bill makes only special mention of marriages between 
Protestant Germans; but it is said that on the second reading amend- 
ments will be moved to extend tho stipulations to marriages between 
Germans of any or no religious denomination, and not to limit the 
enactment to consulates out of Europe, but to place them all on the same 
footing of equality. 

In the last sitting of the Federal Council a Bill was introduced by 
Prussia to facilitate the commercial intercourse between the Confederation 
ard South Germany by legalising the decimal weights and measures 
stamped in due form by any of the Southern States, and allowing them to 
be used in North Germany on condition of due reciprocity being observed. 


COMMERCIAL. 

The frost has at length broken up, but the Elbe is still full of ice-fields, 
which drive up and down with the tide and prevent the navigation by 
sailing vessels, though steamers make their way through it. Owing to 
the consequent absence of fresh supplies, the markets are generally tirm, 
and in some instances higher. There has been a moderate demand for 
teas ; Congon is firm, and Pekoe decidedly higher. Importers have just 
sold 200 chrsts of good ord. and 196 midd]l. Moning Congou at full rates. 
Pepper is calm, and there is no alteration in Cassia Lignea. Star Annis isin 
great favour, and prices have advanced in proportion as the stocks grow 
lower, and wear still an upward tendency. Raw Camphor in great 
request, and a considerable rise established. Several parcels have been 
sold for delivery on arrival; among others 200 chests afloat per Adler. 
Retined Camphor is also held at higher prices, but no transactions are 
reported. ‘There is an increased consumptive demand for Gumi Damar, 
and a corresponding improvement in the prices paid. Mligher prices are 
also required, and paid, for Oil of Peppermint, especially H.G. Hotchkiss. 
Spelter is held for 13¢ mks. beo,; but buyers act cautiously, and, with 
the exception of one small lot, no dealings are reported. Tin is higher, 
and a fair amount of business has been done since the improvement set in

AUSTRIA. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Vienna, March 7 

For some time past hopes, hitherto fallacious, have been entertained of 
the possibility of competing with France and Italy for the transit of the 
overland mails by opening up a new line through Germany and Austria. 
The Trieste route proved a failure, notso much from the incapacity of the 
Austrian Lloyd's steamers, as from the now generally acknowled;cd fact 
that no steamers can compete with parallel lines of railway ; besides which 
the mountainous nature of the country and the consequent roundabout 
Way to get to Munich and the comparatively flat parts of Germany, pre- 
cluded the possibility of competing with Marseilles and Brindisi. But 
another new route is now projected, as containing all the elements of suc- 
cess, anil combining the great desideratum of offering a shorter and quicker 
route for the conveyance of the overland mails through Austria and Dal- 
matia. It is now proposed to include the port of Santi Quaranta as a 
port of call and for coaling purposes—perhaps in substitution of Corfu— 
in the steam voyage between Tricste and Alexandria, and to construct a 
railway through Delvino and Yanina, to connect the Turkish lines through 
Albania and Bosnia with the Austrian and Hungarian systems. Of course, 
none of your readers ever heard of Santi Quaranta; but it is a little port 
on the west coast of Albania, opposite the northern end of the Island of 
Corfu. Though now deserted and nearly uninhabited, {t was once—in 
the time of the Venetian rule—a place of some importance in a commer- 
cial point of view, and the ruins now extant of its piers and quays indi- 
cate its former maritime activity. The harbonr is said to contain deep 
water, easily accessible, and sheltered from all winds—in fact land-locked, 
aud thus peculiarly well adapted for the use of steamers, It is 120 miles 
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another hundred miles, by passing through the Gulf of Corinth, when the 
navigable ship canal through the Isthmus is completed, which, by the 
terms of the “concession ” already granted by the Greek Government to 
a French company, must be open fur public traffic in eighteen months, or 
by the summer of next year. 





RUSSIA. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
St. Pererspunec, March 8. 

A plan for establishing a universityin Siberia, that was under considera- 
tion two years ago and then abandoned, has been again revived, in con- 
nection withthe reforms and alterations about to be introduced in the ad- 
ministration and geographical division of that distant part of the Russian 
dominions. Several of the Polish nobles and other exiles now in banish- 
ment at Irkutzk, Tobolsk, and Omsk, have intimated their readiness to 
accept chairs as professors of the different facultics, and are willing to 
undertake the obligation of qualifying themselves for giving their lectures in 
the language of the country, by the time the university shall be inaugu- 
rated. There are ten such men of literature and science who have gra- 
duated at German universities, and eigit priests who have received their 
education at seminaries in Germany, all of whom are candidates for the 
new professorships. 

The number of Poles arrested on the charge of being implicated in the 
late ‘‘ nihilistic’ conspiracy against the life of the Emperor has not been 
exaggerated, and the Russian official organs confess that they exceed three 
hundred. As the Government has from the experience of former years 
come to the conclusion that the presence of the large number of Poles, 
exiled for taking part in the revolutionary movement of 1863, had pre- 
judicial influence on the inhabitants of Siberia, both in a political and 
moral point of view, an Imperiai Ukase has just been promulyated, creat- 
ing the Island of Sachalin, opposite the mouth of the Amoor, as the future 
seat of punishment for criminals and place of detention for political exiles; 
and arrangements are now being maile to transport the above-mentioned 
Poles on being convicted of participation in the late nihilistic conspiracy 
to that island. 

Since my last letter another sitting of the Society for Promoting Rus- 
sian Industry and Trade has been held, to take into further consideration 
the subject of the Siberian Railway, when, after a warm discussion, the 
majority decided in favour of the northern line. 


RUMOURED DISPUTE BETWEEN RUSSIA AND CHINA. 

The Lastern Budyet's correspondent at St. Petersburg, writing on the 
2nd inst., says :— 

‘A dispute has broken out between the Russian and Chinese Governments. 
The Chinese authorities have refused to allow the Russian inhabitants of 
the new commercial town of Kalgan to constrnuet storehouses, and they 
oppose the establishment of a Russian Consul in the town. The latter 
point is not meuh pressed by the Russian Government, as, if a Russian 
Consul were allowed, the Chinese Government could not refuse to sanction 
an English Consul also, the consequence of which would be that the Russian 
trade would suffer from competition with English merchants. <As to the 
storehouses, the Chinese Government appeals to a treaty by which the 
Russians are not to build stor: houses of a certain size in the town of Kalzan, 
while the St. Petersbure Cabinet ures that there is nothing in the treaty 
to prevent Russians from purchasing land on which the sturehouses could 
be afterwards built. The Ministry here even attempted to obtain a re- 
vocation of the treaty from the Chinese Mission 5 but this they declined to 
do, saying that their Government had net given them power either tomake 
or to revoke treaties. The matter is, I hear, now the subject of negotia- 
tion at Peking.” 





DENMARK. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
CopeNHAGEN, March 7 

It is considered here not at all impossible that the Danish frigate Ze 
denskjold, which is now fitting out to accompany the expedition for carry - 
ing out and submerging the submarine telegraph cable for the line between 
Shanghai and the new port of Viadivostock, will be able to go out by way 
of the Suez Canal. It depends on whether the submarine blasting opera- 
tions are sufficiently advanced by the middle of April to allow her to pass 
with safety over the sunken rock of Serapeum, as she now draws eighteen 
feet of water, and when loaded with her share of the telegraph cable will 
certainly require at least twenty-three feet. 

The Danish artist, Fritz Melbye, who lately died at Shanghai, is not to 
be confounded with the eminent marine painter, Professor Melbye, whose 
name is Anthony, or with his brother Wilhelm. 





HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotrerpdsmM, March LC. 

The Agrarian Bill for India has at length become a subject for discus- 
sion in the Second Chamher of the States General, and now that the 
sluices of eloquence are fairly opened it seems that the debate will have no 
end; since the 28th ult. the members have been sitting every day from 
eleven till four, and every member will have his say about the questions 
of finance and law resulting from this Bill. Nearly all the members of 
the Opposition have spoken against the measure, which undoubtedly will, 
when called into action, virtually secure the natives, not perhaps abso- 
lutely and in all cases, from hardship, but assuredly azainst oppression and 
injustice. It reco.ni-es a claim on the part of the native to a regulated, 
permanence in his holding for seventy-tive vears, and a literal compensa- 
tion will be given to him whenever that permanence ig invaded on 
behalf of the Government. Besides the tenant-right, the right of 
transfer is given him. The question whether he can be really pro- 
prictor of land ia of Jater date; the present simple but efficient Bill 
only decides the principles upon which tenant-right can be claimed ; 
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the Colonial Government to apply the principle according to the differ- 
ent circumstances. It is impossible to give the minute details of the de- 
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bate upon this measure; to effect this my letter would assume the 
dimensions of a volume. Eliminating » legion of old arguments, the ob- 
jections made by the Conservatives were—that the King is proprietor of 
the soil of Java, of which, therefore, no one has the power to dispose ; 
that this Bill will entirely annihilate the culture system; that the natives 
will become the victima of dishonest fortune-hunters; that the J avanesa 
will be ‘squeezed ” by speculative foreigners (the Conservatives especially 
hold Englishmen en horeur); that the Dutch will eventually be expelled, 
and that the goose which lays the golden eggs will be killed. Such like, 
and other complaints and grievances, were made, mixed up with arguments 
about the leges Agrariz. Instead of so generous a Bill being, as it should 
have been, cordially accepted by both parties, the Opposition is as factious 
as it can well be, and does not recognise the principle that the magnitude 
of the interests invelved should override the impulses of political rivalry. 
This Bill is thus made a party question, which simply means that its op- 
ponents want something very different from the justice which they pre- 
tend to claim for the Javanese. The Liberals, on the contrary, are fighting 
manfully to secure for the cultivator of the soil in Java the right that he 
is justly entitled to, and there is, I am confident, not the least doubt but 
that this Bill will bo carried ; indeed, I hope to be able to telegraph to you 
this happy result before the mail leaves. : 

It is most probable that, when the discussions upon the Agrarian Bill are 
finished the members will proceed with that regulating the sugar-culture 
in Java. The Minister has already replied to the Section Report, and 
I regret to say that he has not made the least endeavour to meet the 
grievances and complaints made against the measure by some leading men 
of the Liberal party. The Billin fact remains unaltered. I have already 
had the opportunity of alluding to these grievances ; the principal one of 
which is that the Minister proposes that the intervention of the Govern- 
ment with regard tothe sugar-culture is not to cease before 1890 ; that 
for twenty years longer the Javanese are doomed to bear and suffer the 
greatest injustice. That the law is contrary to justice and right is acknow- 
Jedged by the Minister himself. Indeed, can anyone contradict, it when it 
is of public notoriety that, not only the labour of the natives bat also their 
own grounds, cleared for their own use, are arbitrarily disposed of? The 
Conservatives are even less content with this Bill than the Liberals. They 
are of opinion that its tenor is too Radical. Their beau ideal is that 
private industry must be checked; and they maintain that it is not too 
much that the natives pay for protection with their sweat and blood, in the 
form of several millions a-year. Their principles of protection go so far 
that they oppose the proposal of the Minister to indemnify the Javanese 
when the Government takes possession of their grounds for the State 
sugar-culture. These indemnifications, they demonstrate, will annibilate 
that lucrative culture, which must continue to be maintained although 
contrary to justice and right. 

To-day the Bill to establish a Diplomatic Miseion in China was laid 
before the members of the Second Chamber. Some Conservative papers 
foretell that it has not the least chance of being carried, but of course this 
is a very speculative assertion. In the meanwhile, the Minister continues 
to be overloaded with addresses in favour of establishing the Mission. 
On behalf of this Lill the Minister asks a credit of £.18,000, and de- 
monstrates that while Il«lland is not represented by a Diplomatic Agent 
at Peking, the Dutch who live in China cannot find the necessary protec- 
tion. Mr. Peter, who since 1866 has been our paid Consul, has never 
been officially acknowledged by the Chinese Government. All the endea- 
vours to obtain this recognition have been futile, and thus Dutch resi- 
dents are deprived of the necessary security for their trading operations ; 
and it is impossible, without the appointment of a Diplomatic agent, 
that their trade can be extended. The salary of the Consul is f.10,710, so 
that the Minister asks only an increase of f.7,290. The Minister fears 
that some members will be of opinion that the salary for the Diplomatic 
Minister is too small, and in that case he wishes that an amendment may 
be proposed to augment thesum, Mr. Roest further objects to an amalga- 
mation of the Missions in China and Japan, which would not give the re- 
quired results in reference to trade and shipping interests and the personal 
security of the Dutch in China. The Government of Italy has already 
attempted such an amalgamation, which was found not to work satis- 
factorily. 

The contract between the Minister of the Colonial Department and the 
Commission for promoting the national steam line between Holland and 
Java (Messrs. C. J. Boelen, J. C. Bunge, and J. Boissevain) was pub- 
lished some days ago by the Staats Courant. The principal stipulations I 
mentioned some weeks since, and I have only to add that the Commission 
is granted a delay until the 15th May to establish the company. When 
that date has elapsed, unless the endeavours are crowned with success, the 
Minister can declare the contract void. No details are yet known of the 
project, and some papers are complaining thereabout. The Commission, 
however, seems not quite ready. The King has shown a good deal of 
sympathy with this enterprise ; but, on the other side, there is a strong op- 
position on the part of the Protectioniste, who in their organ, the Jndus- 
trieel, grumble most vehemently because the Commission ordered five 
steamers to be built in England instead of employing national industry for 
a national enterprise. Of course the paper warns capitalists against giving 
their money to pay for English vessels. I need not add that these argu- 
ments will have no effect, and that the general opinion is that the capital 
will be subscribed so soon as the particulars of the plan are published. 

The most vehement complaints are being made by;the Hague paper, Het 
Vaderland, that none of the officers of the East Indian army were deco- 
rated on the occasion of the King’s birthday, when a shower of crosses was 
spread over thie officers of the hume army. "' This,” says the journal in 
question, ‘is shameful, and the Minister of the Colonial Department de- 
serves to be blamed for such enormous negligence.” Thereupon, the 
Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant replied that the Minister gave, some time 
ago, directions to the Governor-General to make the necessary pro- 
posals to those persons who deserved distinction, but that Mr. Myer, 
having neglected to make these proposals, no cross could be conferred on 
any officer of the East Indian army. ‘Thus, observes the Courant, the 
Governor-General has made the blunder and not the Minister. 

The First Chamber of the States General only met for one day, and 
carried in that sitting several Bills, which bad been previously approved of 
by the Second Chamber. Our Lords will not meet again until after the 
Colonial Land and Sugar Bills are voted by the Second Chamber.

The Minister of the Financial Department has laid before Parliament a 
Bill to introduce a uniform postage of 5 cents for a single letter. The 
Bill, however, meets with general opposition, because the Minister wishes 
to abolish the one cent postage for printed matter, and to substitute a 
postage of 2 cents for every 40 grammes. 

The Luxembourg journals have reported some political manifestations 
recently made in the Grand Duchy, in favour of annexation to Belgium 
or France. It is, however, now announced that this attitude has been 
taken up only by a few foreign workmen. The inhabitants, both of the 
town and country districts, are opposed to any change, and are desirous 
of retaining their autonomy. 

The birthday of Prince Frederic, Grand Master of the Freemasons 
lodges in Holland, was celebrated in the usual way throughout the coun- 
try. Her Majesty the Queen remains, as you know, in England, while the 
King is on a trip to Paris—of course incognita. 

The committee to promote the erection of a monument at Batavia, in 
memory of the late Jan Pieterazoon Koen, has again made an appeal to’ 
the Dutch public. A sum of 25,000 guilders is wanted, and only 11,000 
guilders have been contributed. 

His Majesty has signed the decree stipulating that our army and navy, 
both at. home and in the colonies, are to be armed with breech-loaders 
made according to the Beaumont system. 


COMMERCIAL. 

The weather has become very mild, the ice has broken up, and the river 
is again open for shipping. But very little activity is perceptible in our 
leading articles of colonial produce, and for most of them prices remain 
nominally the same. Sugar has been in better demand, whilst the late 
advance of Tin has made some further progress, and higher prices have 
been paid for Nutmegs and black Pepper. The Trading Company’s Sugar 
sale for this month, and their spring sale of Tin are advertised. 

A further reduction of $ per cent. in the rates of discount of the Nether- 
lands Bank has been announced. The rates for bills is now fixed at 4 per 
cent., and for acceptances 44 per cent. 

CorFEK.—Buyers offer the Company's Java at the prices of the late 
public sale, but no advance can yet be obtained over the same. A revival 
of the demand is, however, confidently anticipated. To-morrow the 
Trading Company will advertise its auction to be held this month. About 
950 bags Macassar, afloat per Vrachtzoeker, have been disposed of at 
secret prices. Good ordinary Java is quoted 35c. to 354c._ The total stock 
of Coffee is 567,000 bags, with 472,700 bags floating. 

Raw SuGar.—The demand for export has been more active, and white 
sorts have also been inquired after for home refiners. About 8,000 baskets 
changed hands at f.1# to f.2 under November value, and 1,590 baskets, 
ex Peri, No. 13 were sold at f.2} under November value ; 430 bags Batavia, 
No. 98, ex Norsk Vlag, at f.313. The Trading Company's first public 
sale of Sugar for this season is to take place at Amsterdam, on the 22nd 
instant, comprising about 56,200 baskets Java, stored in different ports. 
The stock of raw Sugar in bond was on the Ist of March, 25,710,491 kilo. ; 
the unsold stock of the Trading Company, 82,318 baskets, and the private 
stock, 2,153 baskets. 

Rice continues neglected. Only 5,074 bales Java, ex Strathblane, were 
sold at f.7}. 

Srices.—An active speculative demand prevails for Nutmegs, which 
have been selling at further advanced rates, say No.1 at 118c. up to 
122c., whilst No. 2 were held for 115c. to 117c. Pepper has also been 
in brisk request, and several shipments, together with 4,663 bags Black, 
to arrive by sundry vessels, met buyers afloat at 23$c. in bond. The 
market closed, however, with a dullertone. Stock on warrants in the 
Trading Company’s stores: Nutmegs, 3,240 casks; Mace, 190 casks ; 
Cloves, 2,749 casks; Cinnamon, 45 packages; Pepper, 100 bags. 

Tra.—In waiting for the forthcoming auction to be held in Amsterdam, 
the market is quiet. In this auction 1,230 cbests China, ex St. Andrew’s 
Castle, will be offered. Within a month or so two cargoes are expected, 
4,500 chests, ex Kali Mass, and 6,000 chests ex Ensign. 

Java Tobacco. —There is a good demand for covers for cigar making 
purposes, the stock of Manila being nearly exhausted. The other sorts 
meet also with a good demand. The arrival of the new crops is auxiously 
awaited. The stock only comprises about 6,000 bales. 

ManiLaA C1acars.—The stock is very large, so that prices are somewhat 
lower. 

Drues are quiet, without any alterations in the market value of the 
different artieles. 

PRESERVED GINGER.—100 chesta at auction were sold at 65 cents. 

Java InxpiGo continues in fair demand at late prices. A couple of small 
lots of Java changed hands at an advance of 25 cents over the valuations, 
and lower offers have been refused, é 

T1n.—Prices continue to creep up. Banca sold last week for usual 
prompt up to f.693, and for delivery ex the next spring’s sale at f.68. But 
since the Trading Company’s spring sale was advertised prices further 
advanced for Loth positions respectively, up to f.70 and f.69. The public 
sale is to take place on the 31st inst., and will comprise 76,800 slabs Banca 
and 1,700 slabs Billiton, being the whole of the stock on hand. No reserve 
has been made to increase this quantity by further shipments stil] to arrive, 
and complaints are made thereabout in the leading papers. The directors, 
however, have given notice that until their autumn sale of this year no 
other Tin than the quantity now declared will be offered for sale by the 
company, nor will any Government public sales of this metal be held in 
the interim in Netherlands India. This intimation does not apply to Tin 
belonging to other parties.

SWEDEN. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
StTockHOLM, March 6. 

The great event of the day that I have to record is an act of toleration 
which does credit to the Swedish Parliament. A Bill has just been passed 
for the extension of religious liberty by enabling members of all religious 
persuasions, including even the Jewe, to be elected members of both 
Houses of Parliament, and appointed to all offices of the Government, 
with the exception of Ministers of State and Professors of the Theological 
Faculty at the Swedish Universities. The Bill passed the Upper House 
by 93 to 18 votes, whilst the division of the Lower Chamber showed 116 
ayes and 58 noes, Thus, a great reaction has come over public opinion 
in Sweden, for when a similar measure was introduced three years ago it 
was rejected by the Parliament and scouted by the press. But now the 
principal organs are loud in their praises of the spirit of toleration evinced 
by the representatives of the people, and re-echoed by the whole nation. 
It is worth mentioning, as showing the tolerant spirit of the Bench of 
Bishops, that one of the prelates, in supporting the Bill in his place in the 
Upper House, made use of these remarkable words :—“ It is by no means 
contrary to the intentions of our Saviour, with regard to the punishment 
inflicted on the Jews for their unbelief, if we take off the trifling pressure 
that still weighs on them in the social disabilities under which they now 
safier in Sweden.” 

Parliament has unanimously resolved to postpone till next session the 
revision of the Act of Union between Sweden and Norway. On the other 
hand, they have accepted and passed all the Liberal amendments to the new 
law for the freedom of the press in Sweden. 


Stlonetary and Commercial, 
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Business generally remains ina depressed state, and the demand 
for money does not improve. The rate, however, for the best 
three months’ paper is maintained at 3 per cent., the charge for 
six months’ India and China Bank Bills being 34. Telegraph 
Shares, lately the favourite investment, have been weaker, partly 
owing to numerous rumours of new schemes, and partly, it is be- 
lieved, to a combination of unscrupulous operators, such as was 
formerly directed against the joint-stock banks. 

At a meeting of the creditors of Pauw Scheinder and Co. it was 
agreed that all goods and yarns held by the firm for third parties 
should be returned to the creditors. An offer of 3s. 4d. in the pound 
by the firm was accepted, on the understanding that a further sum 
of 3s. 4d. should be paid to the creditors by Mr. Pauw, by annual 
instalments of £1,000 each year for five years, out of property 
settled on his wife in her own right. 

The prospectusof the Franco-Egyptian Telegraph Company 
(Limited), with a capital of £410,000, in 41,000 shares of £10 each | 
has been issued. The prospectus states the object of the company 
to be to provide a direct line of telegraph between England, France, 
Algeria, and Egypt, hereafter to be extended to India and China, 
as may be determined by the shareholders. 

At the mecting of the London and San Francisco Bank (Limited) 
the report was adopted, together with the recommended distribu- 
tion, and the progress of the bank, which has now a paid-up 
capital of £500,000, was described to be in every way satisfactory. 

A meeting of the London Chamber of Commerce was held on 
the 9th, when Mr. C. Reed, M.P., and Mr. W. T. Charley, M.P., in 
succession took the chair. A large addition was made to the list of 
members, including bankers, merchants, manufacturers, and traders 
of London. A provisional council was appointed, and the meeting 
was adjourned for a fortnight, with a view to the number of mem- 
bers being still further increased. 
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A five-mile section of the wire-tramway, intended for Ceylon 
has been temporarily erected on Brighton Downs, where it will be 
exhibited in action. The entire line is to be sixty miles in length, 
and will be used for the carriage of coffee. 

The case of Mr. James Innes, tea broker, of 90, Great Tower- 
street, has been before the Bankruptcy Court. The debts were 
£6,414, the assets £86 &s. 9d. The failure was attributed to un- 
fortunate trading with China and Japan, and the bankrupt obtained 
his discharge without opposition.

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 


The Returns of the Board of Trade for the month of De- 
cember last give the total estimated values of the exports 
for the year 1869, the quantities of the imports, and the esti- 
mated values of the imports for the eleven months ending 
20th November. Beginning with the exports, the total de- 
clared value for the year of exported British and Irish produce 
and manufactures was £190,045,230. The comparison with the 
last three years stands thus :—Exports in 1867, £180,961,923 ; 
ditto, 1868, £176,677,812 ; ditto, 1869, £190,045,230. The exports 
were spread over the year thus :—Jan., £13,621,114; Feb., 
£13,455,026; March, £15,697,465; April, £15,624,475; May, 
£16.316,540; June, £16,740,645 ; July, £17,394,951; Aug., 
£17,364,601 ; Sept., £16,365,725 ; Oct, £16,454,896; Nov., 
£15,287,820 ; Dec., £15,594,978. As compared with the two prece- 
ding years, the total for the month of December, the latest index of 
the state of trade, the return for 1869 shows an increase of £955,988 
over 1868, and an increase of £2,342,386 over 1867. Turning to the 
details, it appears that the items under which the increase is found 
on the year as compared with 1868 are chiefly the following :— 
Cotton manufactures, about £100,000 ; woollen and worsted manu- 
factures nearly £3,100,000; iron and steel, unwrought, nearly 
£4,500 000 ; machinery, about £300,000 ; hardware, £558,000, and 
the manufactures of jute, leather, apparel, earthenware, painters’ 
colours, paper, silk, and telegraphic apparatus ; also in the export 
of beer, and of most of the unwrought metals. A decrease in each 
case appears in the following :—Gunpowder, alkali, coal, cordage 
and twine, cotton yarn, linen manufactures, and thrown silk. If 
we consider quantities as well as values, the comparison is, on the 
whole, more favourable, on account of the generally higher range 
of prices last year. The total value of cotton manufactures is put 
at £53,001,551, against £52,971,873. The totals in yards were 
£2,866,113,363, against £2,977,106,551 for 1868. 

The computed real value of the principal articles imported dur- 
ing the eleven months ending Nov. 30 was £217,070,924, a decrease 
as compared with the year preceding of £1,791,427. The total 
for 1867 was £208,602,539. The imports are thus made up :— 
Jan., £11,493,405; Keb., £18,148,799 ; March. £19,448,516 ; 
April, £17.858,517 ; May, £19.727,937 ; June, £20,385,565 ; July, 
£20,960.848; Aug., £20,559,578 ; Sept, £23,138033; Oct., 
£23 759,824 ; Nov., £21,590,003. The month of November shows 
a slight increase over last year, and a considerable increase, amount- 
ing to over four millions and three quarters sterling, over the year 
1867. Turning to quantities for the whole year, which give a 
better idea of the actual imports, we find an increase in cocoa, 
sugar, tobacco, wine, living animals, provisions, corn, wheat meal, 
fruit, rice, and woollen manufactures. There was a decrease in 
tea, coffee, spirits, raw cotton (of 954,000 cwt.), flax, hemp, hides, 
quicksilver and several other metals, flaxseed, linseed and rapeseed, 
raw and thrown silk, timber and tallow. Although the import of 
tea is less, the total entered for home consumption was rather 
greater. The total imported was 139,223,298 lbs., against 
154,845,863 lbs. The decrease in coffee was from: 173,902,467 lbs. 
to 173,416,332 Ibs.

TEA. 

There has been no improvement in the market, the uncertainty 

revalent as to what may be done with the duty still acting most pre- 
judicially, the trade being afraid to operate. Importers, however, in 
the view of an early settlement of the question, refrain from pressing 
gales, and thus there is but little alteration to quote in prices. The 
agitation which has been started by Dr. Letheby for the destruction of 
the tea known as Maloo Mixture will, we trust, have a beneficial effect 
in, at all events, stopping further supplies from being sent to this 
market; but we think a still more efficacious effect will be produced 
by the heavy losses which have been incurred by those who have shipped 
it thisseason. The stock in the United Kingdom on the 28th ult. was 
estimated at 100,300,000 lbs., against 105,907,000 lbs., and the quan- 
tity afloat at 33,327,000 lbs., against 23,671,000 lbs. 

Concovus.—The amount of transactions has been so small that it is 
hardly possible to give the particulars under the several heads as usual. 
We can only say common teas have been dull of sale, whilst good to 
fine have been firmly supported; the arrivals recently, consisting of 
good common to fair medium, which have been mostly withheld from 
the market.

SILK.

The market has resumed its full activity after the slight pause which 
occarred in the month of February, and a large business has been 
doing of late at gradually advancing prices in China Silk, for which 
the chief demand just now exists; the transactions during the last 
fortnight have been of considerable magnitude, and, with the declining 
stocks of available Silks, have been of a uature to cause a rise of 6d. to 
1s. 6d. on Tsatlees and Japans, and 6d. to 1s. on Cantons; the current 
quotations for Tsatlees being to-day :—24s. Gd. to 26s. for 5 to good 
4h; 26s. 6d. to 27s. 6d. for fair to good 4; 283. for Red Peacock ; 28s. 
to 30s. for 34; 31s. to 323. for best chop 3rds. Taysaams of beat de- 
scriptions are very scarce, and worth 25s. to 27s. 6d.; some recent 
arrivals have been sold at 24s. to 25s. for middling Ka Hing, and 23s. 6d. 
to 25s. 6d. for fair to good Chin Cum and Tai Kai. Tlainins are the 
only China Silks for which demand has not yet arrived; and No. 2 
Fatmow is still offering at 268., with but few buyers at this price ; as to 
inferior classes there is no inquiry whatever. Re-reels, on the contrary, 
which for so long were altogether neglected, have been lately in good 
demand, and have found ready sale at 25s. to 278. for the coarse kinds, 
and 28s. to 3ls. 6d. for good to finest. For Throwns there is also some 
inquiry, and a few sales at 23s. 6d. to 242. 6d. for common Trams have 
recently been made. Canton Silk is still very quiet, although stocks 
of good qualities of Tsatlee aud Loong Kong are s0 scarce ; a slight 
advance in price to 21s. 6d. to 23s. for good to best sorts has taken 
place this week, but there is still very little inquiry, although the Silk 
is comparatively so cheap. In Japan Silk there is a recovery of fully 
1s. in Mybash and other sorte, and with a fair business doing. Bengal 
Silk is comparatively neglected. and the only quotable change is 31s. 
for November Bund Sirdah, which price has recently been paid. The 
deliveries of Silk last month were very good, and since the Ist instant 
have been of unusual importance, say—China, 1,478 bales; Canton, 
229 bales; Japan, 310 bales; Bengal, 132 bales: total, 2,149 bales 
from 1st to 8th instant.

The Oceanus, Piauten, from Banjoewangie to Rotterdam, put into 
St. Helena, Feb. 1, and reported that she experienced a hurricane in 
235., 72 E., which lasted tive days from Dec. 15, during whieh she was 
thrown on her beam eads, shifted her cargo, and started the seams of 
her decks. 

The Noord Brabant, Van Overklicft, from Batavia, which arrived at 
San Francisco, Feb. 17, reported that in lat. 31 N., lon. 146 E., she 
expericnced a heavy gile from S.W. with a heavy sea, the ship work- 
ing badly and constantly under water, and starting deck seams;
